INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 


OF 

HON.  ELISHA  P.  DODGE, 

Delivered  January  6,  1890. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council  : 

We  have  assembled  here  today  to  take  the  oath  of  office,  to 
assume  the  duties  we  have  undertaken  to  perform,  and  to  organ- 
ize the  city  government  of  Newburyport  for  the  year  1890.  As  I 
repeat  these  last  words  I am  reminded  that  we  are  so  near  the  end 
of  this  most  wonderful  nineteenth  century,  a century  during  which 
has  been  wrought  such  marvelous  improvement  in  the  appliances 
of  civilization,  that  no  one  now  presumes  to  suggest  a limit 
to  the  possibilities  of  human  discovery  and  invention,  or  of  intel- 
lectual growth.  Newburyport  has  done  her  full  share  towards 
bringing  about  these  magnificent  results.  Her  merchants,  her 
shipbuilders,  her  men  of  letters,  and  the  statesmen  who  have 
delighted  to  call  her  their  home,  have  contributed  no  mean  part  to 
the  sum  total  of  the  century’s  greatness.  While  we  may  with 
pardonable  pride  congratulate  ourselves  that  such  is  the  fact,  it 
should  serve  as  an  incentive  to  us  and  to  the  people  we  represent 
to  greater  effort,  in  order  that  our  future  may  be,  in  no  respect, 
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unworthy  of  our  honorable  past.  It  is  our  first  duty  to  ascertain 
clearly  what  may  be  amiss  in  our  present  situation,  and  then  to 
determine  what  may  be  wisely  done  to  promote  our  welfare  and 
prosperity.  In  accordance  with  the  usual  custom  I shall  now  has- 
tily review  the  condition  of  the  most  important  branches  of  city 
affairs,  and  will  first  call  your  attention  to  that  of  the  finances.

Showing,  notwithstanding  the  debt  of  $50,000  created  on 
account  of  sewerage,  a net  increase  apparently  of  only  $19,508.70. 

On  account  of  the  sewerage  construction  and  sundry  other  items 
it  is  fair  to  estimate  an  additional  liability  of  about  $15,000. 
There  is  at  the  end  of  every  year  an  item  of  undetermined  indebt- 
edness which  should  be  taken  into  account  in  financial  reports. 
Assuming  the  above  estimate  to  be  correct,  the  total  net  debt  will 
be  shown  to  be  $418,985.84. 

Although  the  floating  debt  is  estimated,  and  must  necessarily  be 
so  at  the  beginning  of  any  year,  the  amount  of  it  can  usually  be 
ascertained  by  the  treasurer  by  a method  of  accounting  which 
would  involve  comparatively  little  labor.  I hope  such  an  account 
will  be  hereafter  kept.  If  it  is  kept,  before  the  end  of  the  year 
the  exact  liability  we  inherited  should  be  definitely  determined, 
and  in  due  course  of  time  the  legacy  of  debt  we  may  leave  to  our 
successors  will  be  ascertained.  It  will  more  accurately  determine 
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for  the  future,  also,  the  work  accomplished  by  each  succeeding 
administration.  It  might  be  well  to  make  a distinct  appropriation 
each  year  to  meet  a debt  of  this  kind.  The  people  desire  to  know 
the  facts  as  they  are,  and  as  complete  statements  of  public  busi- 
ness as  is  practicable  should  always  be  made.  The  reduction  of 
bonded  indebtedness  independent  of  the  sewerage  loan  is 
accounted  for  in  part,  as  follows  :

As  will  be  seen,  the  most  of  this  sum  is  made  up  of  unusual  items 
of  income  which  are  not  likely  to  be  duplicated.  While  the  net 
debt  of  the  city  appears  to  be  $418,985.84,  it  is  fair  to  show  what 
there  is  in  mitigation  of  that  fact.  Of  the  bonded  debt  $56,750.00 
is  in  trust  funds  which  are  never  to  be  paid,  and  the  income  of 
which  is  all  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  public.  The  city  also  holds 
$74,000  in  the  stock  of  the  City  railroad,  which  has  a value  some- 
what dependent  upon  the  renewal  of  its  lease,  which  will  expire 
August  14,  1892.  It  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  stock  is  worth  par, 
and  these  tw^o  items  deducted  from  the  dqbt  leave  $288,235.84. 
Against  this  also  may  be  offset  other  city  property,  real  and  per- 
sonal, valued  at  $306,550.00.  Although  it  could  have  no  such 
value  to  apply  to  the  reduction  of  debts,  and  very  little  of  it  will 
ever  be  p.vailable  for  that  purpose,  it  is  a satisfaction  to  know  that 
in  return  for  its  expenditures  the  public  can  show  so  large  an 
amount  of  valuable  property.  There  will  fall  due  this  year  $111,- 
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000.00  of  the  city  debt,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  6 per  cent., 
which  will  undoubtedly  be  refunded  at  a material  saving  in  the  in- 
terest account.  In  issuing  new  bonds  it  is  well  to  consider 
whether  it  is  not  best  to  secure  as  low  a rate  of  interest  as  possi- 
ble for  a bond  at  par,  rather  than  to  attempt  to  get  a premium  for 
immediate  use,  however  advantageous  that  might  be  to  us  in  the 
exhibit  we  should  make  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

SEWEEAGE. 

As  is  well  known,  I did  not  favor  the  introduction  of  sewerage 
on  the  plan  adopted,  nor  to  the  extent  to  which  the  system  has 
been  carried.  The  work  on  immediate  construction  is  nearly 
completed,  and  the  total  cost  of  the  same  is  now  a municipal  lia- 
bility. It  is  for  us  to  see  that  the  interest  of  the  city  is  as  fully 
protected  as  possible,  and  that  such  provision  is  made  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debt  as  the  law  requires.  I decidedly  disapprove  of 
the  proposition  to  assess  the  entire  expense  of  sewerage  upon  the 
city  at  large.  It  would  be  an  unjustifiable  imposition  upon  the 
citizens  of  wards  one,  five  and  six  temporarily,  at  least,  and  per- 
manently upon  the  property  owners  in  all  the  out-lying  districts. 
It  will  indefinitely  postpone  the  payment  of  one  half  the  debt,  and 
create  a demand  for  the  extension  of  the  system  long  before  the 
public  interests  will  require  it. 

The  advantage  to  the  public  health  which  sewers  may  assure 
may  justify  the  pa3"ment  by  the  city  at  large  of  a part  of  their 
cost,  but  at  least  one-half  should  be  paid  by  the  abutters,  who 
onl}^  derive  direct  and  tangible  advantage  from  their  construction. 
1 trust,  if  such  action  be  necessarj^,  that  the  vote  of  our  predeces- 
sors will  be  rescinded  by  3"ou,  and  an  equitable  basis  of  assessment 
devised  in  accordance  with  the  general  practice  in  other  cities  of 
the  commonwealth. 
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I come  next  to  that  department  which  will  more  than  any  other 
call  for  your  careful  consideration.  I refer  to  the 


HIGHWAYS. 

Their  present  condition  is  certainly  most  deplorable.  If  good 
roads  are  an  indication  of  the  highest  civilization,  we  should  not 
care  to  be  judged  by  what  ours  are  at  present.  That  they  are  in 
such  a state  may  be  attributed  to  several  causes.  Only  small 
portions  of  them  have  been  properly  constructed,  and  no  repairs 
can  make  a road  satisfactory  that  was  originally  constructed  on  a 
wrong  principle.  The  frequent  rains  of  the  past  year  and  a half, 
and  lastly  the  laying  of  sewers,  have  combined  to  disorganize  and 
demoralize  what  was  sufficiently  bad  before.  It  is  now  necessary 
as  a matter  of  economy,  if  for  no  other  reason,  that  radical  meas- 
ures be  adopted  to  give  us  streets  that  will  be  entirely  safe,  and 
over  which  we  can  travel  with  a reasonable  degree  of  comfort.  In 
High  street  we  have  an  avenue  that  might  easilj^  be  made  to  excel 
any  of  equal  extent  in  the  country.  It  should  have  a road-bed 
worthy  of  its  great  natural  beauty.  With  the  electric  railroad 
soon  to  be  built  it  will  become  the  pleasure  drive  of  the  whole 
people.  It  should  be  put  in  such  condition  that  all  may  take  both 
pride  and  pleasure  in  it.  The  cost  of  transportation  on  our  busi- 
ness streets  is  materially  enhanced  by  the  extra  wear  of  both 
horse  and  vehicle,  caused  by  the  bad  condition  of  the  roads.  They 
should  be  made  such  that  business  may  be  carried  on  here  with  as 
little  expense  as  in  any  other  city.  Something  must  be  done.  The 
question  for  us  to  consider  is,  what  can  be  done  within  the  limit 
of  our  means?  Not  very  much  in  any  one  year.  We  can,  how- 
ever, commence  with  the  right  kind  of  work,  do  what  we  can,  and 
if  it  is  followed  up  by  our  successors,  eventually,  and  in  a com- 
paratively few  years,  we  shall  have  satisfactory  results.  Unques- 
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tionably  the  best  road  for  heavy  traffic  which  we  can  consider  is 
that  paved  with  granite  blocks,  such  as  Pleasant  street  and  part  of 
Merrimac  street.  The  cost  is  too  great  for  us  to  adopt  it  to  any 
considerable  extent  immediately,  but  it  should  be  continued  on 
Merrimac,  Water  and  State  streets,  and  I strongly  advise  that  an 
appropriation  be  made  for  laying  a limited  amount  this  year.  For 
the  greater  part  of  High  street,  and  some  of  the  streets  running 
parallel  to  it,  we  must  adopt  a species  of  the  McAdamized  road,  y 
A McAdam  road  built  in  accordance  with  the  most  approved 
methods  is  undoubtedly  the  best  in  existence,  but  it  is  too  costly 
for  us  to  attempt  to  introduce  at  present.  We  must  be  content 
with  a modified  form  of  it.  I advise  as  follows  : We  should 
establish  in  the  first  place  suitable  grades  for  each  street,  and 
hereafter  see  that  such  grades  are  maintained.  Then,  as  fast  as 
rebuilding  may  be  advantageously  carried  on,  remove  the  surface 
of  the  old  roads  to  a depth  of  say  one  foot  below  the  established 
grade,  fill  in  with  large  stone  about  half  the  depth  excavated,  and 
cover  them  over  with  a layer  three  inches  thick  of  broken  stone. 
When  this  shall  have  become  worn  down  and  settled  partially  into 
place,  add  another  layer  of  broken  stone  of  about  the  same  thick- 
ness. The  whole  may  then  be  covered  with  a coating  of  gravel  an 
inch  deep,  and  thoroughly  rolled  with  such  a roller  as  the  city  now 
possesses.  To  effectually  drain  the  road,  which  is  of  the  first  im- 
portance, it  must  be  properly  “crowned,”  and  there  must  be  suit 
able  gutters.  The  proper  shape  for  the  completed  road  must  be 
given  to  the  bed  before  any  stone  is  put  on.  To  do  this  work 
properly  I consider  it  necessary  for  the  city  to  purchase  a stone 
crushing  machine,  or  to  make  a contract  for  the  delivery  of  suit- 
ably broken  stone.  To  secure  a satisfactorily  smooth  surface  it  is 
indispensable  that  the  top  coating  should  be  of  small  stones, 
nearly  cubical  in  shape,  and  not  over  two  and  one  half  inches  in 
their  largest  dimensions.  The  only  piece  of  road  we  have  built  on 
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the  McAdam  principle,  a piece  on  High  street,  near  the  head  of 
Broad  street,  although  a good  road,  has  always  had  a rough  sur- 
face because  of  the  fact  that  it  was  covered  with  stones  too  large 
to  secure  the  best  results.  The  streets  running  from  High 
toward  the  river  are  for  the  most  part  in  fairly  good  condition, 
and  can  be  left  for  the  present,  with  such  repairs  with  gravel  as 
may  from  time  to  time  seem  desirable.  * There  are  some  excep- 
tions to  this  statement,  and  in  such  cases  the  McAdam  process 
should  be  applied.  I desire  the  committee  on  highways  to  begin 
immediately  a thorough  investigation  of  the  whole  subject,  in 
order  that  the  work  may  be  commenced  at  the  earliest  practicable 
moment.  For  further  and  more  detailed  information  I refer  you 
to  the  report  of  the  superintendent  of  highways.  I have  treated 
the  matter  at  such  length  and  in  such  detail  because  I am  con- 
vinced of  its  paramount  importance. 

SCHOOLS. 

^ The  maintenance  of  our  free  public  schools  is  justly  regarded 
as  of  the  highest  importance.  The  education  they  give  is  essen- 
tial to  good  citizenship,  and  the  commingling  of  all  classes  for  a 
common  purpose  promotes  that  feeling  of  equality  and  mutual 
confidence  so  essential  under  our  free  government.  I deprecate 
the  establishment  of  sectarian  or  private  schools  of  any  nature  or 
description,  except  for  the  very  young  or  of  the  higher  grades. 
To  counteract  the  tendency  to  establish  such  schools,  the  public 
schools  should  be  made  as  thorough  and  perfect  in  system  as 
possible.  We  should  direct  our  efforts  to  the  primary  and  gram- 
mar departments  almost  exclusively.  Truancy  should  be  abol- 
ished. Attendance  for  the  full  year  should  be  regular  and 
prompt,  as  such  discipline  would  be  of  almost  as  much  advantage 
as  the  knowledge  acquired  from  books.  If  the  lower  grades  are 
properly  cared  for,  the  higher  grades  can  safely  be  left  to  private 
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interests  and  munificence.  I question  the  right  of  supporting 
high  schools  at  public  expense,  and  I am  sure  that  no  necessity 
for  it  exists.  If  the  public  does  its  full  duty  in  connection  with 
primary  education  it  will  have  done  enough.  It  cannot  be  said  to 
have  done  that  duty  until  it  sees  that  no  child  reaches  adult  years 
without  having  been  thoroughly  taught  in  all  the  primary  and  as 
much  of  the  grammar  school  course  as  is  possible.  I hope  an  effi- 
cient truant  officer  will  hereafter  be  steadily  employed. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

An  efficient  fire  department  is  a necessity  for  which  we  must 
provide.  The  amount  charged  directly  to  that  account  for  the 
past  year  is  $7,932.60,  but  that  does  not  represent  its  entire  cost. 
There  was  also  paid  for  water  supply  $7,395.  The  care  of  engine 
houses  and  the  expense  of  horses  and  drivers  used  by  the  fire  ser- 
vice are  charged  to  the  account  of  public  property.  With  their 
just  proportions  of  these  items,  the  expenditures  on  behalf  of  the 
fire  department  must  be  considerably  in  excess  of  $15,000  per 
year.  I do  not  know  of  any  way  by  which  this  amount  may  safely 
be  materially  reduced.  The  department  appears  to  be  as  small  as 
prudence  would  dictate.  The  apparatus  must  be  kept  in  order 
and  always  ready  for  use.  The  salaries  paid  are  for  the  greater 
part  nominal.  The  city  furnishes  good  rooms  and  the  means  of 
social  intercourse  among  the  men,  which  should  encourage  that 
pride  in  their  profession  which  is  really  their  chief  compensation. 
While  I suggest  no  reduction  in  the  appropriations  for  this  depart 
ment,  I trust  the  Board  of  Engineers,  as  well  as  yourselves,  will 
bear  in  mind  the  importance  of  keeping  the  expenses  connected 
with  it  as  low  as  is  consistent  with  a reasonably  high  standard  of 
efficiency. 

POOR. 

The  poor  department  is  one  which  should  receive  most  careful 
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attention,  based  quite  as  much  upon  good  judgment  as  upon  gener- 
ous sentiment.  No  person  who  is  honest  and  deserving  wQl,  in  a 
community  like  ours,  be  permitted  to  want  for  the  necessities  or 
even  comforts  of  life.  Experience  has  shown,  however,  the  im- 
portance of  discretion  in  benefactions  in  the  interest  of  the  poor 
themselves.  While  I feel  as  strongly  as  any  one  should  that  the 
department  of  charities  is  the  last  place  where  an  inconsiderate 
attempt  should  be  made  to  save  money,  I am  of  the  opinion  that 
there  is  something  wrong  in  the  large  amount  of  out-door  relief 
furnished  by  the  city.  In  1888  there  were  so  assisted  669  persons. 
To  these  must  be  added  those  aided  from  the  income  of  the  funds 
held  by  the  city  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor.  We  should  also  take 
into  consideration  the  large  number  of  persons  assisted  by  the  va- 
rious charitable  and  religious  societies  of  the  city,  as  well  as  by 
private  benefactions.  It  seems  to  be  improbable  that  so  large  a 
number  of  persons  are  fit  subjects  of  charity,  and  I feel  sure  that 
there  is  something  in  the  system  that  encourages  the  improvident, 
if  not  the  imposter,  to  rely  upon  the  public  support. 

The  total  cost  of  the  poor  department  for  the  last  year  has  been 
$18,959.57,  which  is  $322.04  more  than  for  the  previous  year, 
while  the  income,  aside  from  the  appropriation  of  the  city  govern- 
ment, has  been  $560.48  less,  making  an  increase  in  net  cost  for 
the  year  over  1888  of  $882.52.  Of  the  expenses,  $4,649.73  is  for 
care  of  insane  persons,  an  item  over  which  the  overseers  have  no 
control ; $6,401.50  was  for  out  door  relief  ; $1,666.21  for  poor  re- 
siding in  other  towns  ; $3,828.66  cost  at  almshouse,  and  $2,413.47 
for  salaries.  It  is  well  to  consider  whether  it  be  not  advisable 
that  the  board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor  be  made  a continuous 
board  by  electing  one  member  each  year  for  a term  of  three  years 
instead  of  the  whole  board  annually,  as  at  present.  There  is  no 
branch  of  the  public  service  where  experience  is  more  essential 
than  in  this  department. 
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STREET  LIGHTING. 

The  streets  are  now  lighted  by  the  arc  electric  system  in  a man- 
ner substantially  satisfactory  to  all.  The  committee  having  this 
service  specially  in  charge  should,  by  careful  investigation,  ascer- 
tain if  the  prices  paid  here  are  just  and  fair,  and  the  light  fur- 
nished of  as  high  standard  as  may  reasonably  be  expected. 

MALL  IMPROVEMENT. 

During  the  past  year  the  Mall  Improvement  Association  have 
substantially  completed  their  work  of  remodelling  and  beautifying 
that  attractive  locality.  Over  $3000  has  been  expended,  which 
was  voluntarily  contributed  by  citizens  and  former  residents  of 
Newburyport.  The  grounds  now  are  a credit  to  the  city,  and  may 
with  proper  care  easily  be  kept  so.  I advise  that  an  officer  be  ap- 
pointed, to  act  under  the  immediate  authority  of  the  Park  Com- 
missioners, who  shall  have  special  oversight  of  the  Mall  and  ad- 
joining public  property.  Such  an  officer  should  also  be  janitor  of 
one  of  the  schools  in  that  vicinity,  and  so  could  afford  to  serve  for 
comparatively  small  compensation. 

PUBLIC  PROPERTY. 

While  the  expenses  in  this  department  are  necessarily  large, 
there  are,  I doubt  not,  some  ways  in  which  they  can  be  wisely  re- 
duced. The  provision  of  the  ordinance  requiring  that  repairs  cost- 
ing $200  or  more  shall  be  done  by  special  contract  must  be  strictly 
complied  with.  No  bill  should  be  contracted  or  approved  not  or- 
dered  by  the  committee.  This  department  is  liable  to  extra  expen- 
ditures in  consequence  of  new  requirements  of  State  law.  While 
such  requirements  may  be  for  improvements  which  are  sufficiently 
desirable,  they  impose  expenditures  upon  the  city  government  for 
which  they  are  not  responsible.  Items  of  this  sort  should  be  spec- 
ified in  the  annual  reports. 
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POLICE. 

The  police  is  an  indispensable  branch  of  the  public  service, 
whose  labors  are  not  always  fully  appreciated.  While,  like  all 
public  servants,  they  are  liable  to  sharp  criticism,  they  are  also  en- 
titled to  a fair  share  of  commendation.  It  is  well  always  to  re- 
member the  officers’  obligation  to  act  strictly  within  the  limits  of 
the  law.  I have  no  information  which  would  justify  me  in  saying 
that  Newburyport  is  not  as  orderly  as  any  other  city,  and  that  the 
laws  here  are  not  fairly  well  enforced. 

There  should  be  some  carefully  prepared  system  of  rules  formu- 
lated for  the  government  of  the  force,  and  a rigid  discipline  main- 
tained. The  officer  should  have  his  duty  clearly  defined  and  be 
held  to  a strict  performance  of  it.  I am  compelled  to  add  that 
some  better  place  for  the  detention  of  female  prisoners  than  we 
now  have  ought  speedily  to  be  provided.  I desire  you  personally 
to  inspect  the  station,  feeling  sure  you  will  be  impressed  with  the 
necessity  of  some  different  arrangement  of  it. 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

The  public  library  continues  its  good  work.  It  is  an  institution 
of  which  we  may  well  feel  proud,  and  should  continue  to  receive 
our  fostering  care  and  support.  It  now  contains  over  25,000  vol- 
umes, and  is  much  used,  both  in  its  book  department  and  in  the 
free  reading  room  connected  with  it.  I refer  you  to  the  annual 
report  of  the  directors  for  full  information  as  to  its  condition. 

THE  MUNICIPAL  REGISTER 

Has  not  been  revised  for  ten  years,  and  is  frequently  misleading  as 
a source  of  information  to  the  city  government,  in  consequence  of 
the  amendments  and  additions  that  have  been  made  to  the  city 
laws  since  it  was  published.  I recommend  the  appointment  of  a 
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joint  special  committee  to  consider  the  cost  and  advisability  of 
making  a thorough  revision  of  it. 

CONCLUSION. 

There  are  other  matters  of  importance  to  which,  as  I have  now 
sufficiently  taxed  your  patience,  I shall  not  allude.  For  such  fur- 
ther information  as  you  may  desired  refer  you  to  the  reports  of 
the  heads  of  the  several  departments,  which  will  soon  be  on  file 
with  the  city  clerk. 

In  conclusion,  I desire  to  give  utterance  to  my  conviction  that, 
as  a community,  we  are  entering  upon  a new  era  of  material  pros- 
perity. Manufactures  of  various  kinds  have  been  securely  estab- 
lished here,  and  are  increasing  in  activity  and  importance.  All 
substantial  and  desirable  growth  must  be  natural  and  necessarily 
slow,  but  the  art  and  energy  of  man  can  to  a material  degree  en- 
courage and  hasten  it.  While  our  duties  are  sufficiently  defined, 
and  are  properly  discharged  if  we  wisely  execute  the  requirements 
of  the  municipal  law,  yet  in  our  individual  capacity,  and  also  in  our 
official  positions,  so  far  as  we  may  properly  act  therein,  we  can  do 
much  to  encourage  and  help  on  the  industrial  interests  of  the  city. 
A wise  discrimination,  which  is  never  an  obstruction  to  real  pro- 
gress, must  be  exercised  in  what  we  do. 

In  the  discharge  of  our  immediate  duties  let  me  urge  you,  as  I 
pledge  myself,  to  guard  with  the  most  zealous  care  the  public  in- 
terests which  are  temporarily  in  our  hands.  Let  us  use  the  public 
funds  with  more  scrupulous  economy,  if  possible,  than  we  would 
our  own,  bearing  in  mind  that  judicious  expenditure  may  be  the 
truest  economy,  and  that  it  is  the  best  interest  of  the  city,  both 
now  and  hereafter,  which  we  seek  to  serve. 

When  our  term  of  office  shall  have  passed,  may  we  have  the  sat- 
isfaction of  knowing  that  we  have  done  all  we  could  to  promote 
the  highest  welfare  of  our  good  old  city,  so  rich  in  historic  memo- 
ries, and  so  full  of  promise  for  the  future.

I have  audited  the  books  of  the  city  treasurer,  city  clerk,  and 
clerk  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  find  the  same  correct,  and 
properly  vouched. 

I have  examined  the  securities  in  possession  of  the  treasurer 
belonging  to  the  city,  including  the  sinking  fund  investment,  and 
find  that  they  agree  with  his  report  as  presented. 

I have  verified  the  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes,  includ- 
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ing  the  amount  committed  to  him  by  the  assessors,  the  abate- 
ments made  by  them  during  the  year,  and  the  amount  collected. 

I have  examined  all  bills  passed  by  the  committee  on  accounts, 
and  find  the  same  correctly  cast  and  properly  approved. 

I would  recommend  that  the  assessors  exercise  more  care  in 
the  clerical  work  of  their  office. 

I would  also  recommend  that  the  city  clerk  keep  a record  of  all 
moneys  received  by  him,  so  that  an  accurate  account  of  the  same 
can  be  rendered. 

Having  contracted  a debt  of  $17,155  on  account  of  sewerage, 
for  which  there  was  no  appropriation,  the  city  debt  has  increased 
only  $10,077.71,  showing  a decrease,  exclusive  of  sewerage,  of 
$7,077.29,  which  makes  an  excellent  finaucial  showing  for  the 
year.

ALMSHOUSE. 

The  almshouse  has  been  under  the  care  and  management  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  E.  J.  Lunt  during  the  past  year,  and  they  have  given 
good  satisfaction  to  the  board.  An  average  of  45  persons  have 
resided  in  the  almshouse  during  the  year,  at  an  average  cost  of 
$1.61  per  week. 

INSANE. 


The  cost  to  the  city  for  the  care  of  its  insane  and  of  children  in 
the  School  for  Feeble  Minded  has  consumed  about  $5000,  or  one- 
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third  of  the  appropriation  granted  by  the  city.  There  are  now  at 
Danvers  Asylum  25  persons,  and  at  Westborough  two  persons ; 
an  increase  of  five  during  the  year. 

The  items  of  expense  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  in- 
sane poor,  whose  legal  settlement  is  in  Newburyport,  has  increased 
to  an  alarming  extent,  as  will  be  shown  by  a careful  examination 
of  the  following  table  :

The  gain  in  the  population  has  increased  in  the  State,  during 
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this  same  period,  25  per  cent , while  the  increase  in  insanity  has 
been  60  per  cent.  It  has  been  found  necessary  to  build 
another  asylum,  which  will  be  ready  in  the  spring  for  occupancy. 


OUT-DOOR  RELIEF. 

The  subject  of  granting  out-door  relief,  and  the  best  way  to 
control  it,  has  been  under  consideration  by  every  board  of  over- 
seers of  the  poor  throughout  the  commonwealth  for  some  years  past. 
Different  means  have  been  tried,  but  no  definite  results  have  been 
obtained.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the  names  of  all  the  recipi- 
ents of  aid  from  the  poor  department  be  published  in  the  daily 
press.  This  suggestion  does  not  meet  with  a hearty  approval  by 
the  overseers  of  the  poor  for  several  reasons.  First,  after  the 
public  became  aware  of  those  receiving  aid  it  would  be  too  late  to 
remedy  the  matter ; and  as  the  board  of  overseers  do  not  grant 
assistance  to  any  one  whom  they  deem  unworthy,  they  consider 
it  to  be  unkind  to  parade  before  the  public  the  poverty  and  dis 
tress  which  exists  in  some  families  in  our  city,  and  who  at  one 
period  of  life  were  in  better  circumstances. 

The  board  of  overseers  are  obliged  to  report,  once  in  every 
quarter,  the  names  of  all  persons  aided  by  them,  and  the  amount 
which  they  receive,  to  the  city  council,  thereby  putting  into  the 
hands  of  the  representatives  of  every  ward  in  the  city  a knowledge 
of  all  who  received  assistance  from  them ; besides,  any  citizen  has 
the  right  to  examine  the  records  of  the  poor  department,  and  it  is 
their  duty  to  ascertain,  and  assist  the  overseers  in  caring  for  the 
poor.  “The  poor  ye  have  always”  is  an  old  proverb,  and  in  an 
old  city  like  Newburyport  it  is  well  fulfilled.  No  material  change 
has  been  made  in  our  population  for  many  years  ; and  while  neigh 
boring  cities  have  increased  in  population,  their  pauper  expenses 
have  not  increased,  for  the  reason  that  the  increase  of  population 
are  not  of  that  class  which  require  assistance  from  the  public 
treasury.  The  cost  to  our  city  for  caring  for  its  poor  is  less  this 
year  than  in  1879,  when  1,119  were  aided,  at  a cost  of  $19,772.07, 
while  the  past  year  of  1890,  585  were  aided,  at  a net  cost  of  $14,- 
997.48,  the  cost  of  insane  being  on  the  increase  every  year. 
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PRODUCT  OF  THE  CITY  FARM. 


The  products  of  the  city  farm  during  the  past  year  were  60  tons 
of  hay,  150  bushels  of  corn,  400  bushels  of  potatoes,  50  bushels 
of  sugar  beets,  50  bushels  of  turnip  beets,  50  bushels  of  onions,  30 
bushels  of  turnips,  30  bushels  of  carrots,  1500  heads  of  cabbage, 
and  sufficient  cucumbers,  tomatoes,  squashes  and,  green  peas  to 
supply  the  almshouse  in  their  season.  All  the  labor  upon  the  farm 
has  been  performed  by  the  inmates  of  the  almshouse,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Lyman  W.  Lord,  who  has  proved  himself  to  be 
an  able  and  efficient  officer.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council : 

Gentlemen  : — The  board  of  overseers  of  the  poor,  to  whom  is 
intrusted  the  distribution  of  the  income  accruing  from  these  funds, 
would  respectfully  report  that  the  income  from  the  Dexter  Fund, 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1890,  amounting  to  $90,00,  has 
been  divided  among  the  three  overseers,  giving  $30  to  each. 

The  income  from  the  Atwood  Fund,  $293.50,  has  been  divided 
in  a similar  manner,  giving  .$97.50  to  each  overseer,  and  has  been 
distributed  according  to  the  will  of  the  donors,  in  the  following 
manner : 

In  wards  one  and  two  the  $30  of  the  Dexter  Fund,  nothing  re- 
maining over  from  last  year,  has  been  distributed  among  10  per- 
sons, in  sums  from  $2  to  $5  each,  leaving  nothing  on  hand  of  this 
fund  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

In  wards  three  and  four  the  income  from  the  Dexter  Fund, 
$30,  nothing  remaining  over  from  last  year,  has  been  distributed 
among  11  persons,  in  sums  from  50  cents  to  $5  each,  leaving 
nothing  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

In  wards  five  and  six  the  $30  from  the  Dexter  Fund,  nothing 
remaining  over  from  last  year,  has  been  distributed  among  12  per- 
sons, in  sums  from  $1  to  $3,  to  the  amount  of  $23.50,  leaving  on 
hand  from  this  fund  $6.50. 

ATWOOD  FUND. 

In  wards  one  and  two  the  income  from  the  Atwood  Fund, 
$97.50,  with  $32.51  remaining  on  hand  at  the  close  of  last  year. 
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makes  S130.01,  $97.03  of  which  has  been  distributed,  in  sums 
from  $3  to  $9.50  each,  among  25  persons,  leaving  $32.98  on  hand 
at  the  close  of  the  year. 

In  wards  three  and  four  the  income  from  the  Atwood  Fund, 
$97.50,  with  $96.62  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  makes 
$194.12,  which  has  been  distributed  among  52  persons,  in  sums 
from  50  cents  to  $10  each,  to  the  amount  of  $157.35,  leaving 
$36.77  on  hand. 

In  wards  five  and  six  the  income  from  the  Atwood  Fund,  $97.50, 
together  with  $54.65  left  over  from  last  year,  $152.15,  has  been 
paid  out  to  36  persons,  in  sums  from  $1  to  $5  each,  leaving  $41.50 
of  this  fund  on  hand  at  the  close  of  this  year.

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REPORT. 


Newburyport,  December  31,  1890. 

To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Newburyport : 

Gentlemen  : — In  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
which  govern  this  department,  I herewith  tender  you  my  eighth 
annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  fire  department,  of  which  I 
have  the  honor  to  be  its  chief.  I also  offer  a few  suggestions 
which  I trust  will  receive  attention,  as  I believe  they  are  for  the 
best  interest  of  the  city ; and  I feel  confident  that  by  a careful 
perusal  by  your  honorable  body,  means  will  be  taken  to  have  these 
suggestions  carried  into  practice,  and  have  the  effect  of  adding 
largely  to  the  means  we  now  have  of  subduing  the  dreaded  enemy 
which  we  are  employed  to  overcome. 

MANUAL  FORCE. 

By  the  authority  of  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  board  of 
aldermen,  the  drivers  of  the  three  steamers  and  the  three  hose  car- 
riages connected  with  them  have  been  made  members  of  the  fire 
department,  and  to  serve  as  such  without  pay.  Other  than  this 
change,  the  department  remains  in  number  the  same  as  last  year, 
and  is  divided  as  follows : One  chief  engineer,  three  assistant 
engineers,  three  steamer  companies  of  seventeen  men  each,  one 
hook  and  ladder  company  of  fifteen  men,  three  hose  companies  of 
ten  men  each,  a total  of  one  hundred  men. 

The  same  promptness  and  efficiency  which  has  been  so  charac' 
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teristic  of  this  department  in  the  past  has  been  thoroughly  main- 
tained throughout  the  year ; and  I feel  highly  honored  to  have 
under  my  charge  such  a brave  and  intelligent  set  of  men,  whose 
chief  aim  is  the  public  good. 

A gloom  has  been  cast  over  this  department  by  the  death  of 
Captain  Charles  S.  Post,  of  steamer  No.  3 ; and  while  we  sympa- 
thize with  the  bereaved  family,  and  commend  them  to  the  care  of 
Him  who  was  “a  man  of  sorrows  and  acquainted  with  grief,”  we 
also  acknowledge  our  sorrow  caused  by  the  loss  of  a good  disci- 
plinarian, a brave  fireman,  and  a genial  companion. 

HOUSES. 

The  houses  are  in  good  condition,  and  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  changes  in  engine  house  No.  7,  answer  well  the  requirements 
they  were  erected  for. 


APPARATUS. 

I still  adhere  to  my  former  opinion  in  regard  to  the  purchasing 
of  a first  class  ‘‘chemical”  ; and  while  I shall  not  take  this  time' 
and  place  to  offer  any  arguments  to  maintain  my  position,  I am 
convinced  that  your  honorable  body  has  the  present  year  seen 
opportunities  whereby  a great  saving  could  have  been  made,  had 
we  been  in  possession  of  such  a piece  of  apparatus  as  I mention. 

At  the  present  time  the  apparatus  remains  as  last  year,  and 
all  in  good  order,  with  the  exception  of  hose  carriage  No.  2, 
which  is  to  be  replaced  by  a new  hose  wagon,  which  has  been  or- 
dered, and  is  expected  to  be  placed  in  commission  sometime  dur- 
ing the  month  of  January,  1891. 

HOSE. 

Too  much  attention  cannot  be  given  to  this  branch  of  the 
department,  as  much  depends  upon  the  strength  and  goodness  of 
the  hose  while  extinguishing  a conflagration.  We  have  on  hand 
10,000  feet;  and  while  5000  feet  are  in  good  condition,  the 
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remainder,  having  been  in  use  a number  of  years,  cannot  be  de- 
pended upon  on  account  of  its  frequent  bursting,  and  I suggest 
that  there  be  purchased  the  ensuing  year  at  least  1000  feet  of 
new  hose,  which  I consider  absolutely  indispensable  for  the  wel- 
fare of  the  department. 


WATER. 

Our  supply  of  water  for  fire  purposes  is  better  than  ever,  having 
171  hydrants  to  draw  from,  an  addition  of  three  the  past  year. 

FIRE  ALARM. 

Indicators  have  been  placed  in  engine  houses  Nos.  7 and  8,  and 
the  means  in  that  direction  are  perfectly  satisfactory.  The  gong 
which  has  been  put  in  position  on  the  building  of  the  Towle  Man- 
ufacturing Company  does  not  give  the  proper  alarm  which  is 
needed,  owing  to  the  placing  of  the  gong  upon  the  rear  side  of  the 
building.  In  my  opinion,  could  the  gong  be  placed  in  position 
upon  the  top  of  the  building,  we  should  have  an  alarm  which 
would  give  universal  satisfaction.  Number  of  boxes  in  use,  18. 

HALE  FUND. 

Again  success  has  attended  our  efforts  in  this  branch  of  the 
department,  and  our  fund  is  larger  than  ever  before.  We  have 
received  a check  for  $100  from  the  Lithoid  Works,  and  we  are  in- 
deed thankful  for  the  same,  and  take  this  method  of  expressing 
our  gratitude.  The  Hale  Fund  ball  was  a financial  success  ; and 
with  the  aid  received  from  this  source,  with  the  interest  accumu- 
lated on  the  fund  the  past  year,  less  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  which 
has  been  paid  on  account  of  injured  firemen,  makes  a total  of 
$5475.40.  All  persons  who  have  aided  us  in  this  direction  will 
please  accept  our  heartfelt  and  sincere  thanks. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

The  same  rules  and  regulations  which  have  been  in  force  the 
past  two  years  (in  regard  to  the  responding  of  the  apparatus  to 
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the  alarm  given)  having  worked  to  my  satisfaction  and  the  city’s 
good,  I shall  still  continue  them  until  I can  find  some  other 
method  more  beneficial  to  the  welfare  of  the  city. 

APPROPRIATION  AND  INCOME. 

Appropriation,  $6500  ; income,  $50.25  ; expenditures,  $6712.09  ; 
overdrawn,  $161.84. 

The  past  year  I have  managed  this  department  with  the  most 
accurate  economy  I could  control,  and  trust  I shall  never  lose  my 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  our  city,  financially.

REPORT  OF  THE  CITY  SOLICITOR. . 


REPORT. 


lo  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Neuoburyport : 

Gentlemen  : — Since  the  last  annual  report  the  city  has  been  in- 
terested in  the  following  cases,  to  wit : 

1.  City  of  Waltham  vs.  Newburyport;  Superior  Court,  Mid- 
dlesex County. 

.ludgment  for  Newburyport  wms  entered  in  this  case  in 
the  Suprerior  Court.  Exceptions  taken  by  the  plaintiff  to 
the  rulings  of  the  presiding  justice  carried  the  case  to  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court,  which  overruled  the  exceptions,  and  ordered  final 
judgment  for  Newburyport. 

2.  Anastasia  Henry  vs.  Newburyport ; ^Superior  Court,  Essex 
County. 

This  case  is  in  order  for  trial  at  the  present  sitting  of  the  court 
in  Salem. 

3.  Frank  Paul  vs.  Newburyport. 

4.  Lula  P.  Janvrin  vs.  Newburyport. 

These  actions  were  in  the  Superior  Court.  After  the  plaintiff 
in  the  fonner  case  had  put  in  his  evidence  at  the  September  sitting 
of  the  court,  both  cases  w^ere  settled  by  the  payment  of  $250, 
without  costs,  to  each  plaintiff.  Mr.  H P.  Shaw,  having  previ- 
ously been  notified  to  defend  these  suits,  assumed  one-half  of  this 
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pa3^ment,  and  one-half  of  the  expense  of  the  attendance  of  wit- 
nesses at  the  trial. 

5.  Adeline  Poor,  et.  al.,  vs.  City  Council  of  Newbnryport, 
stands  unchanged. 

6.  Margaret  Donahoe  vs.  Kobert  Bragg,  et.  al.  ; Superior 
Court. 

Mention  of  this  case  was  omitted  last  year.  The  plaintiff 
alleged  that  defendant,  Bragg,  assaulted  her.  The  defence  was 
that  Bragg  was  in  the  performance  of  his  dnt3L  The  jurj^  ren- 
dered a verdict  for  defendants. 

7.  There  are  pending  before  the  county  commissioners  two 
cases : 

Adeline  Poor,  et.  al.,  petitioners  in  each  case  vs.  Newbnryport. 
One  omitted  in  last  year’s  report  is  a petition  for  assessment  of 
damages  caused  by  taking  laud  on  Prospect  street.  No  hearing 
upon  this  matter  has  been  had.  The  other,  begun  this  j^ear,  is  to 
recover  damages  for  the  land  taken  at  the  corner  of  Pleasant  and 
State  streets.  This  case  came  on  for  trial  before  a sheriff’s  jury, 
October  2,  1890.  After  a trial  lasting  two  days,  the  jury  returned 
a verdict  for  the  petitioners,  in  the  sum  of  $2200,  and  judgment 
has  been  entered  on  the  verdict  and  satisfied. 

Suits  have  been  brought  in  the  name  of  the  tax  collector  against 
the  “Trustees  of  the  Horton  Fund”  and  the  “Belleville  Congrega- 
tional Society”  to  recover  certain  taxes  ; these  were  settled  favor- 
ably to  the  collector.  Settlement  of  a similar  claim  against  St. 
Paul’s  parish  was  obtained  without  resort  to  a suit. 

The  cit}"  is  a party  in  three  suits  begun  this  year  in  the  Supreme 
Court  for  Essex  County  : 

1.  Adolph  Laundry  vs.  Newbnryport. 

This  is  an  action  of  tort,  in  which  the  plaintiff  claims  to  have 
received  personal  injuries  b}^  reason  of  an  accident  caused  b}^  an 
alleged  defective  condition  of  the  street  railroad  on  High,  near 
North  Atkinson  street.  If  there  is  any  liability  in  this  action,  it  is 
on  the  part  of  the  Newbnryport  and  Amesbury  Horse  Railroa 
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Company,  and  this  corporation  has  come  in  to  defend  the  suit  in 
response  to  a notice  from  this  office. 

2.  City  of  Newburyport  vs.  Cashman  has  recently  been  the 
subject  of  a special  report,  and  I understand  has  been  settled 
on  the  basis  therein  set  forth. 

3.  .Jonathan  W.  Douglas  vs.  Newburyport  is  an  action  of  con 
tract  to  recover  $33,000  dollars  for  work  and  labor  done,  and  fur- 
nished by  the  plaintiff  in  the  construction  of  the  sewers  recently 
put  in.  Further  information  of  the  nature  of  the  claim  is  not  in 
my  possession,  as  the  plaintiff  had  not  filed  the  same  in  detail  at 
the  time  I last  inspected  the  court  docket. 

1 have  appeared  in  the  police  court  for  the  commonwealth,  at 
the  request  of  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  in  thirteen  criminal  cases, 
in  which  the  defendants  were  charged  with  offences  against  the 
liquor  law,  violations  of  the  rules  of  the  board  of  health,  and  with 
various  other  crimes.  Convictions  resulted  in  ten  of  these  prose- 
cutions. 

In  behalf  of  the  city,  I appeared  before  the  legislative  commit- 
tee on  roads  and  bridges,  advocating  the  city’s  petition  for  legis- 
lation relieving  it  of  a portion  of  the  expense  of  repairing  and  re- 
building the  bridges  over  the  Merrimac  river.  A favorable  report 
was  made  on  this  petition  and  similar  petitions  of  other  towns,  and 
a bill  reported  by  the  committee,  but  no  good  resulted  therefrom 
in  the  house  of  representatives. 

At  the  request  of  the  board  of  sewer  commissioners,  I appeared 
before  the  harbor  and  land  commissioners  t>  obtain  a license  to 
build  an  outfall  of  the  sewers  into  tide  water.  After  opposition 
by  Mr.  Green  Davis,  who  appeared  by  attorney,  the  license  was 
granted. 

I have  also  been  before  the  county  commissioners  in  two  hear- 
ings relating  to  the  rebuilding  of  bridges  over  the  River  Parker 
and  Powow  river.  Four  written  opinions  have  been  rendered  your 
honorable  body  from  this  office. 

The  school  committee  has  been  advised  relative  to  the  order 
of  the  inspector  of  public  buildings  for  the  better  ventilation  of 
the  Kelley  schoolhouse. 
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Advice  on  various  matters  of  more  or  less  importance  has  been 
given  to  the  sewer  commissioners  and  other  branches  of  the  city  gov- 
ernment. I have  attended  three  meetings  of  the  committee  on 
claims,  and  in  addition  to  the  above  I have  performed  a large 
amount  of  professional  work,  unnecessary  to  mention  in  detail. 

My  experience  in  preparing  the  above  cases  of  Paul  vs.  New- 
buryport  prompts  the  suggestion  that  in  the  future  one  of  the  po 
lice  officers  be  detailed  for  special  work,  to  assist  this  office  in  the 
investigation  of  facts  involved  in  similar  cases.  To  obtain  the 
best  results  in  this  class  of  cases,  so  soon  as  an  accident  happens 
to  any  person  on  the  highway,  an  officer,  so  detailed,  should  visit 
the  place  of  accident,  observe  its  condition,  and  interview  anyone 
having  knowledge  of  the  accident  or  its  cause.  The  city  physi- 
cian should  at  once  after  the  accident  make  an  examination  of  the 
person  injured.  Written  reports  of  the  facts  thus  obtained  should 
then  be  transmitted  to  this  office.  Otherwise,  the  first  notice  a 
city’s  solicitor  receives  of  a claim  for  personal  injuries  is  after  the 
same  has  been  referred  to  the  committee  on  claims,  and  a hearing 
had  thereon.  Such  a period  of  time  has  then  elapsed  that  much 
time  and  expense  is  required  to  obtain  evidence,  and  often  after 
this  lapse  of  time  evidence  is  lost.

REPORT  OF  PARK  COMMISSIONERS. 


REPORT. 


lo  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Newhuryport : 

Gentlemen  : — The  park  commissioners  make  the  following  re- 
port : 

Taking  Washington  Park,  as  passed  to  the  city  by  the  Mall  Im- 
provement Association,  beautifully  laid  out  with  its  walks  and 
lawns,  it  has  been  our  pride  and  pleasure  to  presers^e  its  attract- 
iveness, and  so  far  as  possible  carry  out  to  completion  the  orig- 
inal designs.  A portion  of  the  turfing  on  the  embankment  on  the 
southerly  side  of  the  pond,  done  late  in  the  last  season,  had  been 
washed  away  by  the  unusually  heavy  rains.  This  has  been  relaid, 
and  we  trust  has  been  so  well  rooted  as  to  be  past  danger  of 
another  land  slide. 

The  playground  has  been  filled  to  grade  ; one  new  flight  of  steps 
has  been  built.  All  the  steps  have  been  provided  with  strong 
railings.  Settees  and  signs  have  been  placed  -where  needed. 
About  350  loads  of  gravel  have  been  dumped  upon  the  different 
portions  of  the  park,  and  about  160  loads  of  loam  and  street 
sweepings  have  been  used  to  top-dress  the  lawns.  “To  take  care 
of  the  park,  keep  the  grass  cut,  the  paths  cleaned,  the  borders 
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trimmed,  and  the  numerous  other  small  details  attended  to,”  has 
taken  all  the  time  of  one  man,  with  occasional  assistance. 

We  thankfully  acknowledge  kindnesses  received : from  the 
county  commissioners,  the  promise  of  $100  to  pay  the  cost  of 
grading  and  completing  the  p 3rtion  of  the  park  which  belongs  to 
the  county ; from  the  superintendent  of  highways,  for  some  200 
loads  of  gravel  from  High  street  and  the  gravel  pit,  and  for 
about  20  loads  of  loam  and  street  sweepings  for  top  dressings ; 
from  Hon.  E.  F.  Stone,  for  tree  furnished  and  set ; and  to  the 
trustees  of  the  Putnam  Free  School  for  large  stone  and  use  of 
lawn  mower. 

We  take  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  park  has  been  freely  used 
and  not  abused.  No  disposition  to  misuse  the  privileges  offered 
has  been  manifest,  and  we  feel  that  the  park  has  not  only  nurtured, 
and  perhaps  created,  in  many  a taste  for  the  beautiful,  but  that  it 
so  adds  to  the  attractiveness  of  Newbury  port  as  to  be  a success 
financially. 

Much  remains  yet  to  be  done  to  make  our  park  what  it  should 
be.  Shade  trees  are  needed— the  playground  is  to  be  turfed — and 
a paved  gutter  is  necessary  to  prevent  the  washing  away  of  the 
westerly  approach  to  the  pond.  Above  all,  the  pond  should  be 
connected  with  the  water  pipes  and  sewer,  to  renew  and  purify  the 
water  and  prevent  overfiowing  the  beach.  In  time,  we  trust  some 
generous  donor  will  curb  with  granite  the  edge  of  the  pond,  and 
place  a fountain  in  its  centre.  During  the  past  year  attention  has 
necessarily  been  given  to  Washington  Park.  We  hope  hereafter 
that  more  attention  will  be  given  to  other  public  grounds,  and 
trust  that  ere  long  some  public-spirited  person  will  finish  what  has 
been  commenced  on  Riverside  Park.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTORS. 


7 It  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  Newburyport : 

GE^'TLEMEN  : — In  submitting  to  you  the  thirty-fifth  annual  report 
of  the  condition  of  our  public  library,  the  directors  have  little  more 
to  do  than  to  congratulate  you  upon  its  continued  prosperity  and 
success. 

During  the  year  now  closing  our  constant  benefactor,  Mr. 
William  C.  Todd,  has  placed  us  under  additional  obligations,  by 
depositing  with  us  his  collection  of  oil  paintings,  which  we  have 
caused  to  be  hung  in  various  parts  of  the  building. 

On  the  publication  of  the  present  catalogue,  in  1879,  the  library 
contained  19,787  volumes.  The  increase  in  the  last  twelve  years 
brings  the  total  to  about  27,000,  leaving  over  7000  volumes  unre- 
corded in  the  general  catalogue.  This  has  already  become  a seri- 
ous inconvenience  to  the  frequenters  of  the  library,  which  increases 
with  every  work  added  to  it.  The  time  is  not  distant  when  we 
must  set  about  supplying  the  deficiency,  or  devise  some  new  mode 
of  cataloguing  which  will  obviate  the  need  of  such  frequent  and 
expensive  publications.  This  state  of  things  brings  to  our  minds 
with  much  force  the  slenderness  of  our  resources,  and  suggests  to 
us  the  propriety  of  again  commending  the  institution  to  the  friendly 
consideration  of  our  fellow  citizens.  While  we  do  the  utmost  for 
tJie  library  which  its  revenues  allow,  we  feel  that  more  coujd  be 
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expended  advantageously  upon  an  institution  which  contributes  so 
essentially  to  the  happiness  and  progress  of  the  community.  We 
append  the  annual  reports  of  the  librarian  and  of  the  committees 
in  charge  of  special  funds.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 


To  the  Committee  on  Library : 

Gentlemen  : — I herewith  submit  to  you  my  second  annual  report, 
and  the  35th  of  the  librarian  of  the  Newburyport  Public  Library. 

GROWTH  DURING  THE  YEAR. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  report  it  appeared  that  there  were  25,604 
catalogued  books  in  the  library.  During  the  past  year  627  have 
been  added  by  purchase,  of  which  number  27  were  to  take  the 
place  of  books  worn  out  and  cancelled ; and  145  volumes  have 
been  donated.  Of  the  above  purchases  307  were  bought  by  the 
income  from  the  Peabody  E'und,  which  continues  to  be  the  princi- 
pal source  of  supply  for  our  more  valuable  books,  its  income 
amounting  to  three-fifths  of  all  the  money  available  for  increasing 
the  strength  of  the  library.  But  43  books  were  withdrawn  and 
condemned  this  year,  against  389  for  the  previous  year,  when  a 
wholesale  weeding  out  of  imperfect,  and  thereby  valueless,  books 
was  attempted.  The  result  of  these  figures  shows  that  the  library 
now  nominally  contains  26,306  volumes,  more  fully  set  forth  in 
appendix  E. 


A RECOUNT  RECOMMENDED. 

I do  not  place  the  fullest  faith  in  these  figures,  and  as  we  have 
large  numbers  of  books  not  catalogued,  I would  recommend  that 
at  the  next  annual  examination  there  be  a recount  of  all  the  vol- 
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limes  of  the  library,  so  as  to  give  us  new  data  aside  from  continu- 
ing our  reckoning  from  one  report  to  the  other,  wholly  in  ignorance 
as  to  when  or  on  what  system  the  original  count  was  taken,  and 
on  what  basis  it  was  continued. 

CIRCULATION  OF  BOOKS  FOR  'fHE  YEAR,  31,727. 

During  the  year  ending  November  25,  1890,  31,721  books  were 
withdrawn  from  the  library  for  home  use.  Of  this  number  only 
four  were  lost  or  unaccounted  for,  the  aggregate  value  of  which 
would  approximate  85.  Appendix  F shows  the  character  or  class- 
ification of  these  books.  While  adult  fiction  leads  with  a per 
centage  of  .547,  that  is  .021  less  than  for  the  last  three  months  of 
the  ensuing  year,  the  only  period  available  for  making  compari- 
sons, as  no  statistics  were  kept  previous  to  September,  1889.  This 
is  a very  favorable  showing  compared  with  other  libraries  of  its 
class.  Juvenile  books  are  next  in  demand,  representing  .146  of 
the  entire  circulation.  A little  over  a year  ago  the  library  was  at 
a low  ebb  as  regards  books  of  this  class.  Since  that  time  over 
100  have  been  added,  carefully  selected  from  the  almost  endless 
variety  now  in  the  market ; and  the  result  is  that  the  number  of 
boys  and  girls  who  now  use  the  library  is  at  least  five  times  in 
excess  of  what  it  was  two  years  since.  Many  of  them  are  acquir- 
iug  good  reading  habits,  and  show  a marked  advance  in  making 
their  selections.  I believe  the  ultimate  results  of  supplying  this 
kind ' of  reading,  of  directing  certain  classes  toward  the  paths  of 
education  which  they  might  otherwise  never  find,  cannot  be  over- 
estimated. The  necessity  of  furnishing  mental  food  suitable  to 
the  mind  of  the  recipient,  as  well  as  bodily  food  suitable  to  his 
physical  condition,  is  too  well  acknowledged  now  to  need  any  argu- 
ment here. 

OTHER  LIBRARY  STATISTICS. 

The  library  during  the  period  covered  by  this  report  has  been 
open  287  days,  which  gives  the  average  daily  circulation  as  111 
and  a fraction.  The  largest  circulation  was  on  Saturday,  October 
25,  267  books.  These  figures  make  no  account  of  books  called  for 
for  consultation  at  the  library,  which  would  increase  the  total  by 
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some  thousands.  A comparison  of  the  circulation  for  home  use 
for  the  last  three  months  of  the  library  year  of  1890  with  the  cor- 
responding period  of  the  previous  year,  shows  that  8739  books 
were  withdrawn  in  1890,  against  7304  in  1889,  a gain  of  1435,  or 
a trifle  less  than  20  per  cent.  While  it  is  not  to  be  expected  that 
this  ratio  will  be  kept  up,  still  it  is  evident  that  the  privileges  and 
value  of  the  library  are  being  better  appreciated  year  by  year.  At 
the  close  of  the  last  library  year  1281  persons  were  entitled  to 
draw  books  under  the  new  registration.  During  the  year  just 
closed  1159  new  names  were  added,  49  were  cancelled,  and  accord" 
ingly  *2391  names  are  now  registered.  The  rate  of  increase  is 
about  100  per  month. 

UNSKILLED  HELP  ASKED  FOR. 

During  the  past  year  302  books  have  been  sent  to  the  bindery 
to  be  bound  or  rebound,  the  total  cost  of  which  was  S135.60,  an 
average  of  about  45  cents  per  volume,  while  278  have  been  repaired 
and  1629  covered  at  the  library,  or  a total  of  1907.  The  estimated 
time  employed  at  this  work  was  fully  100  hours.  Double  this  time, 
at  least,  has  been  consumed  in  going  to  and  from  the  bookshelves, 
which  are  scattered  over  a large  area  in  this  library.  Work  of 
this  sort  seriously  robs  the  librarian  of  time  which  could  be  more 
advantageously  employed  in  bettering  the  condition  of  the  library, 
and  making  it  more  serviceable  to  the  citizens ; and  it  is  of  a kind 
that  requires  neither  much  skill  nor  intelligence.  Accordingly,  in 
view  of  these  facts,  and  of  the  general  increase  of  library  work, 
the  librarian  feels  justified  in  calling  your  attention  to  the  need  of 
further  help,  such  as  could  be  liest  furnished  by  a boy  of  fourteen 
or  fifteen  years  of  age.  He  would  add  that  no  library  of  the 
grade  of  this  one  with  which  he  is  acquainted  is  so  restricted  in 
help,  and  that  no  librarian  is  called  upon  to  devote  so  much  time 
to  minor  matters  which  could  so  advantageously  be  done  by 
another. 


THE  WANT  OF  A CATALOGUE. 

The  necessity  which  is  so  apparent,  of  doing  something  towards 
cataloguing  and  making  the  attendant  changes  at  the  library,  can-

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not  be  urged  too  strongly.  Since  the  last  catalogue  was  issued 
the  books  in  the  library  have  increased  in  number  nearly  one- 
half.  In  practical  value  it  may  be  said  they  more  than  equal  the 
entire  collection  of  twelve  years  ago,  and  the  proportion  drawn 
from  the  newer  books  is  of  course  many  times  in  excess  of  that 
drawn  from  the  older.  The  catalogue  as  it  exists  today  is  practi 
cally  useless.  Aside  from  classic  literature,  there  is  hardly  a sub- 
ject in  which  one  would  care  to  rest  his  investigation  on  the  auth- 
orities alone  as  they  existed  down  to  1878.  If  he  would  go  far- 
ther, he  has  thirteen  annual  supplements  to  pore  over  before  he 
exhausts  the  resources  of  the  library.  The  ordinary  borrower  has 
not  the  time  for  this,  and  so  he  naturally  takes  the  shorter  cut 
of  depending  on  the  librarian  for  his  selection  of  books.  It  is  the 
duty  of  the  librarian  to  meet  these  calls,  but  the  days  are  not  long 
enough  for  fulfilling  them  properly,  and  at  the  best  many  must  go 
away  dissatisfied.  It  has  often  been  said  that  a library  without  a 
good  catalogue  is  like  a book  without  an  index.  Our  library  is 
practicall}"  without  an  index,  and  its  table  of  contents  is  scat- 
tered through  the  book  at  the  head  of  each  chapter,  and  not  col- 
lected in  order  at  the  beginning. 

CHANGES  IN  CLASSIFICATION. 

Reference  wms  made  above  to  “attendant  changes.”  Several  of 
the  principal  alcoves  are  now  so  filled  that  a new  distribution  has 
become  imperative.  AVe  have  an  abundance  of  shelf  room, — 
enough  for  fifty  years  to  come,  even  at  a much  larger  annual  rate 
of  increase  than  at  present ; but  the  books  must  be  shelved  by 
some  method,  and  one  that  will  require  the  least  effort  and  the 
shortest  time  to  get  at  them.  It  will  be  seen  at  once  that  by  our 
system  of  notation  and  classification  whenalarge  number  of  books 
are  removed  from  an  alcove  they  must  change  their  numbers,  and 
without  a corresponding  change  in  the  catalogue  confusion  will 
result.  This  further  complicates  the  catalogue  question.  I would 
ask  that  a special  committee  be  appointed  to  take  the  whole  mat- 
ter into  consideration. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOL  PUPILs’  CARDS. 

A year  ago,  by  your  authority,  I began  issuing  special  cards  to 
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teachers  in  the  public  schools,  by  means  of  which  five  books  on 
topics  connected  with  the  school  studies  could  be  drawn  at  one 
time.  The  plan  proved  a success  from  the  start,  and  a large 
number  of  standard  books,  particularly  on  subjects  connected 
with  history  and  English  literature,  now  go  into  the  public  schools, 
are  recommended  by  the  teachers  to  pupils,  and  are  freely  con- 
sulted. This  system  has  for  some  years  been  in  most  successful 
operation  in  other  cities,  and  is  very  promising  of  good  results  in 
this.  I would  now  go  a step  further,  in  keeping  with  the  plan, 
and  recommend  that  a special  card  for  pupils  be  issued,  to  pupils 
of  the  High  school  only  at  present,  such  cards  to  be  given  to  any 
pupil  presenting  a written  request  signed  by  a teacher  of  the 
school,  and  on  it  to  be  issued  only  such  book  or  books  as  are  rec- 
ommended by  the  teacher. 


CONCLUSION. 

The  change  in  the  system  of  heating  the  library  room,  made 
under  the  direction  of  the  president  of  the  board,  has  resulted 
favorably,  in  that  the  heat  now  entering  the  alcoves  is  better  con- 
trolled, and  thereby  better  distributed. 

Further  information  on  library  matters  which  it  is  the  province 
of  the  librarian  to  impart  will  be  found  in  the  appendices.

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APPENDIX  B.— BUILDING  FUND. 


To  the  Directors  of  the  Public  Library : 

It  is  well  known  that  certain  persons  subscribed  money  for  the  pur- 
pose of  presenting  to  the  city  of  Newburyport  a suitable  building  for  the 
public  library,  and  appointed  a committee  from  their  number  with  full 
powers  to  carry  their  wishes  into  effect.  In  pursuance  thereof  the  pres- 
ent building  was  purchased  and  prepared,  and  a deed  thereof  with  the 
grounds  adjoining  theieto,  on  certain  conditions,  given  to  the  city,  leav- 
ing, however,  money  in  the  hands  of  the  committee  unexpended,  one  of 
the  conditions  being  that  an  annual  report  should  be  made  to  the  direc- 
tors of  the  public  library  of  their  action  in  the  premises.  In  conformity 
therewith,  the  treasurer  desires  to  state  to  your  body  that  the  surplus, 
amounting  originally  to  the  sura  of  $5000,  remains  where  it  w-as  origi- 
nally deposited  in  the  Institution  for  Savings,  from  whence  it  can  only 
be  withdrawn  by  the  action  of  the  trustees  of  the  fund. 

Power  was  given  the  committee  to  expend  in  their  discretion  the 
income  of  the  fund  in  keeping  the  library  building  in  repair,  and  its  gen- 
eral maintenance. 

The  sum  reserved  remains  intact.  During  the  25  years  or  more  it  has 
been  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees,  the  interest  has  exceeded  the  original 
principal,  which  has  been  expended  as  designed,  and  thus  benefited  the 
city  to  that  extent.  At  the  present  time  $445.24  remains  of  the  interest. 

The  account  of  the  treasurer  has  from  the  first  been  regularly  audited.

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APPENDIX  C.— PEABODY  FUND. 

In  accordance  with  the  directions  of  Mr,  George  Peabody,  in  his  gift 
of  $15,000,  to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  certain  trustees  whom  he  named 
with  power  to  fill  by  their  election  any  vacancy,  that  the  income  derived 
from  the  gift  should  be  kept  separately  from  that  received  from  other 
sources,  and  further  requested  that  an  annual  report  of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  fund  should  be  prepared  and  published,  the  present  treasurer, 
who  received  that  amount  from  the  hands  of  Mr.  Peabody  many  years 
ago,  desires  to  give  public  notice  that  it  is  still  in  the  Institution  for  Sav- 
ings, where  it  was  originally  deposited,  from  whence  it  can  only  be  with- 
drawn on  the  written  order  of  a majority  of  the  trustees  of  the  fund. 

Since  the  last  report,  at  which  time  $312  remained  on  hand,  the  income 
thereof  has  been  $600,  and  the  amount  expended  in  the  purchase  of 
books  $640.89,  up  to  this  date,  leaving  a balance  of  $271.11  as  occasion 
arises. 

It  should  be  stated  that  the  treasurer's  accounts  of  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures have  always  been  regularly  audited.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Gentlemen  comprising  the  Highway  Committee 
for  the  year  now  brought  to  a close : 

Dear  Sirs  : — The  following  tabular  account  of  the  labor  per- 
formed during  the  year,  together  with  the  inauguration  of  the  new 
manner  of  road  building  will  hereafter  be  looked  upon  as  the  pro- 
gressive year.  The  paving  on  State  street,  556  in  length  by  36  in 
width,  from  Market  square  to  Charles  street,  with  the  continuance 
from  there  of  the  Macadam  road  to  the  upper  side  of  High  street, 
949  by  28  in  width  ; also,  the  triangular  piece  from  the  head  of 
State  street  to  the  Washington  monument,  together  with  that  of 
High  street  to  the  upper  side  of  Market  street,  1366  in  length  by 
30  in  width,  the  whole  amount  of  which  would  be  one  mile  in 
length  with  a width  of  fourteen  feet — not  a bad  showing,  consid- 
ering the  lateness  of  the  season.  The  road*roller  was  put  to  work 
the  23d  of  September  and  housed  the  26th  of  November,  being 
idle  but  three  days. 

The  opening  spring  will  probably  show  the  true  merits  of  the 
road.  During  the  year  much  has  been  done  in  the  outlying  dis- 
tricts, more,  probably,  than  during  the  last  twenty  years,  if  we 
can  place  reliance  on  those  who  give  the  information.  North 
Atkinson  street  has  been  graded,  Collins  Court,  and  a commence- 
ment on  Summit  Place,  together  with  the  grading  of  Magnolia, 
Payson  and  Dexter  streets.  Willow  Avenue,  Spofford  and  Maple 
streets,  grading  of  Merrimac  street  from  North  Bridge  street  to 
Ashland  street,  and  the  repairs  on  Hale  street  or  Turkey  Hill 

f30) 
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road,  Plamer  Spring  road,  Sawyer’s  Hill,  also  Oak  street,  together 
with  the  distribution  of  gravel  taken  from  High  street,  and  State 
from  the  Newbury  line  to  Parker  street,  also  Greenleaf  street  to 
Guinea  Bridge,  and  Auburn  street,  will  add  to  the  amount  of  work 
performed  during  the  year,  and  will  attest  its  part  in  the  city’s 
expenditures,  in  which  you  are  the  factors. 

Thanking  you  all  for  your  expressions  of  kind  feeling  while  we 
have  been  together,  trusting  that  in  the  year  to  come  j^ou  may  be 
able  to  look  with  pride  at  the  result  of  your  labors  in  behalf  of  the 
city.

The  agent  has  also  placed  warning  cards  upon  all  houses  where 
diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  have  appeared,  and  in  due  time 
removed  the  same.  He  has  also  attended  to  the  fumigation  of  the 
houses^  in  many  cases.  • This  has  been  done  at  the  expense  of  the 
board  when  the  householders  were  unable  to  bear  the  expense. 
In  addition,  the  agent  and  the  members  of  the  board  have 
together  and  separately  made  many  unrecorded  visits  to  investi- 
gate nuisances,  contagious  diseases,  etc.

There  were  fifteen  deaths  reported  from  diphtheria,  and  two 
from  typhoid  fever. 
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REMOVAL  OF  NIGHTSOIL  AND  CONTENTS  OF  CESSPOOLS. 

Mr.  C.  M.  Lunt  has  attended  to  this  work,  under  contract  with 
the  cit}"  for  three  years,  dating  from  June  1,  1889,  at  the  rate  of 
$1  75  per  load  of  twelve  barrels  each.

There  has  been  an  unusually  large  number  of  cesspools  cleaned 
out,  owing  to  the  fact  that  many  houses  have  been  connected  with 
the  new  sewerage  system. 

COLLECTING  HOUSE  OFFAL. 

This  work  has  also  been  attended  to  by  Mr.  C.  M.  Lunt,  who 
is  under  contract  with  the  city  for  a term  of  four  years,  beginning 
June  1,  1889,  to  collect  house  offal  in  water-tight  and  close- 
covered  wagons,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  S300  yearly.  A 
section  of  the  upper  part  of  the  city  was  given  by  Mr.  Lunt,  with 
the  consent  of  the  board,  to  Mr.  Sidebotham  to  cover,  and  the  bal- 
ance of  the  city  has  ])een  attended  to  by  Mr.  Lunt.  This  has  been 
a great  improvement  on  the  collection  in  past  years  ; still  this  has 
not  done  away  entirely  with  the  nuisance  of  irresponsible  parties 
collecting  swill  in  wheelbarrow^s  and  carts,  but  the  board  hopes  in 
the  coming  years  to  stop  all  such  nuisances. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  PHYSICIANS. 

The  physicians  have,  the  past  year,  given  the  board  of  health 
their  hearty  co-operation  in  reporting  contagious  diseases,  and  also 
in  carrying  out  the  rules  of  the  board,  so  that  the  city  has  been 
saved  from  an  epidemic  of  diphtheria.  We  would  urge  still  more 
strongly  that  the  physicians  support  the  board  in  the  management 
of  contagious  diseases,  and  report  all  cases  promptly ; for  without 
the  support  of  physicians  the  efficacy  of  the  board  will  be  much 
impaired. 
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SEWEKAGE. 


In  anticipation  of  the  completion  of  the  sewers,  the  mayor  and 
city  council  notified  the  board  of  health  to  prepare  suitable  rules 
for  regulating  the  plumbing.  Therefore,  your  board  drew  up  rules 
and  regulations  relating  to  plumbing  which,  as  amended,  are  as 
follows  : 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  PLUMBING. 

Unless  the  board  of  health  shall  permit  otherwise,  the  drainage 
system  of  a hotel,  tenement  house,  dwelling  house,  stable  with 
sleeping  apartments,  factory,  or  other  buildings  in  the  city  of 
Newburyport,  Massachusetts,  shall  be  constructed  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Inspector.  The  board  of  health  shall  appoint 
annually  an  inspector  of  plumbing,  who  shall  receive  such  salary 
as  the  city  council  shall  determine. 

Sec.  2.  Plumbers.  No  person  shall  carry  on  the  business  of 
plumbing  unless  he  shall  have*  first  registered  his  name  and  place 
of  business  in  the  office  of  the  board  of  health.  Notice  of  any 
change  in  the  place  of  business  of  a registered  plumber  shall  be 
immediately  given  to  the  inspector  of  plumbing. 

Sec.  3.  Filing  Plans  and  Specifications.  No  person  shall  pro- 
ceed to  construct,  add  to,  or  alter  any  portion  of  the  drainage 
system  of  said  buildings  (except  to  repair  leaks)  until  a notice  of 
the  work  to  be  performed  has  been  filed  with  the  inspector  of 
plumbing,  upon  blanks,  in  such  form  as  the  board  of  health  shall 
order.  No  person  shall  commence  work  on  such  drainage  or 
plumbing  until  the  plans  are  approved  by  the  board  of  health. 
Plans  and  specifications  will  be  approved  or  rejected  within  five 
days  of  the  time  of  filing.  After  a plan  has  once  been  approved, 
no  alteration  of  the  same  will  be  allowed,  except  on  a written 
application  of  the  owner. 

Sec.  4.  Notice.  The  inspector  of  plumbing  must  be  notified 
when  any  work  is  ready  for  inspection,  and  all  work  must  be  left 
uncovered  and  convenient  for  inspection  until  inspected  and 
approved. 

Sec.  5.  Inspection.  All  plumbing  work  in  new  buildings,  or 
new  work  in  old  buildings,  shall  be  tested  in  the  presence  of  the 
inspector  of  plumbing  with  the  hydraulic,  or  such  other  test  as  the 
board  of  health  may  direct ; and  in  case  the  work  does  not  stand 
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the  test,  and  the  same  is  not  repaired  within  ten  days,  the  water 
shall  be  turned  off  by  order  of  said  board,  and  not  let  on  again  till 
the  plumbing  has  been  pronounced  satisfactory  by  the  board  of 
health. 

Sec.  6.  Main  Drain.  Every  building  herein  referred  to  shall 
be  separately  and  independently  connected  with  a common  sewer 
or  cesspool.  That  portion  of  the  house  drain  which  is  outside  of 
the  building,  and  not  more  than  five  (5j  feet  from  the  foundation 
walls,  shall  be  constructed  of  heavy  cast  iron  soil  pipe.  That  por- 
tion of  the  house  drain  which  is  inside  the  walls,  or  under  the 
building,  and  that  portion  outside  of  the  building  and  within  five 
feet  of  the  foundation  wall  must  be  of  iron  pipe,  with  a fall  of  one- 
half  inch,  or  at  least  one-quarter  inch,  to  the  foot.  It  must  run 
along  the  cellar  wall,  and  be  securely  fastened  thereto,  or  sus- 
pended from  the  floor  timbers  in  iron  hangers.  When  impractica- 
ble, it  shall  be  laid  in  a trench  beneath  the  basement  or  cellar 
floor,  provided  with  movable  covers,  and  walled  up  of  such  a 
width  as  to  admit  of  access  to  all  joints. 

Sec.  7.  Traps.  The  house  drain  must  have  a trap  located  out- 
side the  foundation  walls,  unless  otherwise  permitted  by  the  board 
of  health.  A suitable  grease  trap  may  also  be  required  to  be  located 
at  such  points  as  the  inspector  of  plumbing  shall  devise. 

Sec.  8.  Fresh  Air  Inlets.  There  must  be  a fresh  air  inlet  pipe 
entering  the  drain  on  the  house  side  of  the  main  trap,  of  same  in- 
ternal diameter  as  drain,  extending  therefrom  to  the  external  air, 
and  terminating  at  a point  away  from  all  windows  and  cold  air 
box  of  the  furnace,  and  protected  from  entrance  of  sand,  etc.,  as 
far  above  the  roof  as  the  board  of  health  shall  direct. 

Sec.  9.  Soil  Pipe.  All  pipes  receiving  the  discharge  from  water 
closets  must  be  of  iron,  at  least  four  inches  internal  diameter,  and 
continued  of  undiminished  size,  away  from  all  windows,  and  left 
open  at  the  top. 

Sec.  10.  Connections.  All  connections  with  horizontal  pipes 
shall  be  made  by  one-eighth  (1-8)  bends  and  Y branches,  and  all 
changes  in  direction  shall  be  by  curved  pipe.  No  trap  shall  be 
placed  at  the  foot  of  a vertical  soil  pipe. 

Sec.  11.  Waste  Pipes.  All  waste  pipes  from  sinks,  basins, 
bath  tubs,  wash  tubs,  etc.,  of  two  (2)  inches  or  more,  internal 
diameter,  shall  be  of  iron,  and  less  than  two  (2)  inches  may  be  of 
iron  or  lead. 

Sec.  12.  Traps.  Every  pipe  connecting  a water  closet  with  the 
soil  pipe  must  be  trapped  close  to  the  connection  with  the  water 
closet.  Every  waste  pipe  must  be  trapped  close  to  the  fixture, 
and  separately  from  any  water  closet. 
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Sec.  13.  Drip  or  Overflow  Pipes.  Drip  or  overflow  pipes  under 
water  closets,  or  other  fixtures,  or  from  tanks  or  cisterns,  shall,  in 
no  case,  be  directly  connected  with  house  sewers.  Sediment  blow 
olf,  steam  exhaust  pipes  from  boilers,  shall  in  no  case  be  connected 
with  sewers  directly  or  indirectly. 

Sec.  14.  Refrigerator  JVastes.  No  waste  pipe  from  a refriger- 
ator, or  other  receptacle  in  which  food  or  provisions  are  stored, 
shall  be  connected  with  a drain,  soil  or  other  waste  pipe,  but  must 
be  separated  therefrom  by  an  open  sink  or  tray,  furnished  with  a 
trap. 

Sec.  15.  Ventilation  of  Trap.  All  traps  must  be  furnished  with 
a vent  pipe,  run  from  the  crown  of  the  trap.  The  vent  pipe  from 
a water  closet  trap  must  be  at  least  two  (2)  inches  in  diameter ; 
other  vent  pipes  must  be  as  large  as  the  waste  pipe  from  the  trap. 
All  ventilation  pipes  from  a soil  or  waste  pipe  must  be  run  of  un- 
diminished size,  separately  or  combined  together,  to  the  roof,  and 
at  least  two  (2)  feet  above  it,  and  left  open,  or  may  be  run  into  a 
soil  pipe  above  all  connections.  In  no  case  shall  a soil,  waste  or 
ventilation  pipe,  from  a soil  or  waste  pipe  be  connected  with  a 
chimney.  No  brick,  earthenware  or  sheet  metal  pipes  shall  be 
used  for  ventilation  pipes  from  a soil  or  waste  pipe. 

Sec.  16.  Pipes.  An  open  pipe,  four  (4)  inches  in  diameter,  of 
extra  heavy  cast  iron,  must  run  from  soil  pipe  outside  outermost 
trap  to  at  least  two  feet  above  the  roof. 

Sec.  17.  Cast  Iron  Pipes.  All  cast  iron  pipes  must  be  free 
from  holes  and  other  defects,  of  a uniform  thickness  of  not  less 
than  one-eighth  (1-8)  inch,  and  a diameter  of  four  (4)  inches  or 
less.

And  before  being  connected  shall  be  thoroughly  coated,  inside 
and  out,  with  coal  tar  pitch,  applied  hot  by  immersion,  or  some 
equivalent  substance  satisfactory  to  the  board  of  health. 

Sec.  18.  Joints.  Connections  between  lead  and  iron  pipe 
shall  be  made  with  brass  ferules,  full  size  of  the  iron  pipe,  caulked 
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into  the  iron  pipe  with  soft  lead,  and  united  to  the  lead  pipe  with 
a wiped  joint.  All  joints  in  the  cast  iron  pipe  and  fittings  must 
be  so  filled  with  oakum  and  soft  lead  as  to  make  a tight  joint,  and 
no  putty  or  red  lead  used.  There  shall  be  at  least  12  ounces  of  soft 
lead  used  to  each  inch  in  diameter  of  pipe. 

Sec.  19.  Water  Closet  Supply.  No  water  closet  shall  be  sup- 
plied directly  from  the  house  supply  pipe,  but  shall  be  supplied 
from  a special  water  tank  or  cistern  used  for  no  other  purpose,  and 
the  flooding  pipe  shall  not  be  less  than  one  and  one-quarter  (1  1-4) 
inch  in  diameter. 

Sec.  20.  Traps ^ Vents  and  Back  Air  Pipes.  No  trap,  vent  or 
back  air  pipe  shall  be  used  as  a soil  wash  or  conductor  pipe. 

Sec.  21.  Rainwater.  Rain  water  conductors  must  not  be  con- 
nected with  house  drain  or  sewer,  and  surface  water  must  not  be 
allowed  to  enter  drain  or  sewer. 

Sec.  22.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  these  rules  is  liable 
to  a fine  not  exceeding  $100.  [Public  Statutes,  Chap.  80,  Sec.  28.

RULES  OF  THE  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 
Governing  private  connections  with  the  public  sewers : 

1 . Applications  for  privilege  to  enter  must  be  made  to  the  city 
clerk,  and  must  be  accompanied  with  a certificate  from  the  board 
of  health  that  the  system  of  plumbing  to  be  connected  is  properly 
constructed,  and  is  approved  by  said  board. 

2.  Connections  between  private  drains  and  the  public  sewers 
shall  be  made  with  the  best  quality  drain  pipe,  not  less  than  four 
(4)  inches  in  diameter,  and  the  joint  connecting  with  the  sewer 
shall  be  a sweep  or  eighth  turn,  so  called. 

3.  The  connection  with  the  sewer  shall  be  made  under  the  per 
sonal  supervision  of  the  superintendent  of  sewers,  or  his  regularly 
appointed  duty. 

4.  All  excavations  in  the  public  way  for  laying  connections 
shall  be  refilled  carefully,  the  filling  properly  rammed  and  the  sur- 
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face  left  in  proper  condition  and  satisfactory  to  the  superintend- 
ent of  streets. 

5.  Permission  to  enter  may  be  revoked  by  the  commissioners, 
unless  all  the  conditions  required  by  them  or  by  the  board  of 
health,  are  strictly  complied  with. 

6.  All  connections  with  sewers  must  be  made  by  a regular 
licensed  drain  layer.

In  order  that  these  regulations  might  be  properly  carried  out,  it 
became  necessary  to  appoint  an  inspector  of  plumbing.  The 
agent  had  not  the  time  to  give  to  this  work  in  addition  to  his 
other  duties,  and  again  it  was  thought  best  to  appoint  the  most 
competent  man  that  could  be  found. 

Mr.  William  Holker,  who  had  been  appointed  superintendent  of 
the  sewers,  was  appointed,  temporarily,  inspector  of  plumbing. 

The  first  house  to  be  connected  with  the  sewer  was  that  of 
William  B.  Morse,  corner  of  AVashington  and  Summer  streets. 

Mr.  Francis  Curtis  was  appointed  inspector  of  plumbing  July 
25th. 

At  first  there  was  considerable  friction  in  enforcing  the  rules, 
Uit  as  the  citizens  became  better  acquainted  with  and  understood 
them,  the  friction  ceased  for  the  most  part. 

WORK  OF  THE  INSPECTOR. 

From  August  1 to  December  31  the  plumbing  of  105  separate 
establishments  was  inspected  and  certified  to  as  properly  com- 
pleted; many  more  have  been  inspected  once,  in  a partial  state  of 
plumbing,  which  will  be  completed  in  due  course,  and  two  have 
been  found  not  properly  completed,  and  no  certificate  has  been 
issued  on  their  account. 

The  service  of  the  inspector  is  onerous  and  difficult,  and  was  at 
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first  especially  so,  from  the  teadency  of  workmen  from  abroad  to 
imagine  onr  wholesome  rules  to  be  migratory.  It  has  sometimes 
been  necessary  to  notify  firms  of  the  short-comings  of  their 
employes.  In  nearly  every  case  the  principals  have  compelled 
proper  care,  and  it  has  been  easy  of  late  to  secure  excellent  work, 
almost  every  plumbing  establishment  showing  a proper  pride  in 
maintaining  a good  reputation  in  this  respect.  But  they  have 
unfair  competition  in  the  out-of-town  firms  who  take  jobs  here  at 
lower  prices,  presuming  on  their  non-registration ; and  notice  to 
the  inspector  and  entrance  to  the  sewers,  as  required  by  our  rules, 
being  omitted,  we  have  reason  to  believe  trouble  will  arise  in  the 
future  from  bad  work. 

If  our  plumbers  are  held  to  the  rules,  all  ofifenders  should  be 
prosecuted  ; or,  at  least,  the  rules  should  be  advertised  for  public 
protection.  For  four  months  past  the  hydraulic  test  has  been 
applied  in  all  cases ; thus  at  least  three  examinations  of  each  job 
become  necessary,  viz  : First,  for  first  test  of  main  pipes  inside  ; 
second,  to  prove  fixtures  properly  set  and  vented  before  the  wood 
work  is  built  up  ; third,  on  completion  of  sewer  connection  to  drain; 
safety  pipes  and  vent  pipes,  at  which  last  inspection,  if  all  is 
found  satisfactory,  the  certificate  is  granted.  Hence,  the  incorq- 
plete  work  will  always  require  a record  and  careful  following  up. 
No  case  has  been  found  of  deficient  drainage  or  ventilation  in 
completed  cases,  except  where  improper  substances  were  put  in 
the  drains  ; but  sufficient  proof  bas  arisen  in  some,  while  incom- 
plete, of  the  necessity  of  all  the  strictness  exercised. 

No  disfigurement  seems  to  be  caused  by  the  safety  pipes  when 
plumbing  is  properly  located.  It  is  objected  to  by  many  on  that 
account ; yet,  in  not  a few  such  cases,  it  has  been  needlessly 
placed  in  front,  merely  to  save  a very  few,  if  any,  dollars  of  addi- 
tional cost. 

It  does  not  yet  appear  how  the  safety  pipe  maybe  safely  omitted 
in  connection  with  close,  separate  sewers. 

In  the  case  of  brick  sewers  carrying  off  the  rainfall  with  the 
house  drainage,  every  connection  is  a vent,  the  sewer  air  is  every- 
where, and  the  sewage,  leaking  into  the  earth  at  thousands  of 
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points,  makes  the  entii’e  subsoil  of  street  and  cellar  filthy  and  dan- 
gerous. 

It  is  not  uncommon  in  large  cities  to  find  springs  issuing  in 
underground  apartments,  which  prove  on  pumping  to  be  partly 
filtered  sewage. 

There  has  been  one  complaint  from  an  offensive  vent  pipe,  from 
the  house  it  was  to  protect ; it  was  carried  higher,  and  is  now  sat- 
isfactory. 

The  105  inspections  may  be  classified  as  follows : Hotels, 
three  ; workshops,  three ; boarding  houses,  five ; halls,  three  ; 
stores,  four ; saloons,  two  ; eating  houses,  two  ; tenements,  eighty- 
six.  A few  were  counted  in  two  classes. 

The  board  can  do  no  better  than  repeat  here  a part  of  the  report 
of  1888.' 

The  dangers  from  sewers,  so  popularly  dwelt  upon,  are  chiefly 
dangers  fron  defective  construction,  and  from  lack  of  proper 
inspection  ani  supervision  in  the  making  of  connections. 

All  difficulties  of  this  kind  were  minimized  by  completing  the 
work  as  one  piece  of  engineering  under  municipal  control. 

The  abundant  writings  extant  concerning  the  dangers  from 
sewer  gas  have  probably  misled  people,  and  done  much  to  preju- 
dice against  sewers. 

It  is  true  the  old-fashioned  sewers,  which  in  many  cities  are  no 
better  than  cesspools  elongated  .to  reach  through  the  streets  to  the 
water  front,  are  a source  of  disease  and  death.  But  the  modern 
sewer,  as  it  is  built  in  Newburyport,  is  a small,  smooth,  mechan- 
ical, true,  practically  tight  water  way,  so  devised  that  no  filth  may 
remain  in  it  to  decompose,  no  water  to  stagnate.  A small,  smooth 
running  stream  of  comparatively  inoffensive  . sewage  discharges 
itself  from  the  outlet  while  yet  only  a few  hours  old.  No  offen- 
sive gases  arise  from  such  sewage,  and  the  only  danger  of  sewer 
gas  poisoning  in  our  houses  will  practically  be  from  our  fixtures 
and  plumbing  inside  the  houses  and  the  house  drain.  This  dan- 
ger we  have  minimized  by  carefully  prepared  rules  and  regulations, 
with  an  inspector  to  see  that  they  are  carried  out. 

The  natural  advantages  of  Newburyport  for  surface  drainage 
are  such  that  many  have  been  misled  into  arguing  that  therefore 
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we  need  no  sewers.  It  is  true  that  storm  water  takes  care  of  itself 
perfectly  well  in  nearly  all  parts  of  the  city,  and  needs  not  to  be 
considered ; therefore  the  city  has  put  in  the  separate  system  of 
sewers,  calculated  mainly  for  house  drainage.  As  to  the  neces- 
sity for  sewers  for  this  purpose,  the  examination  of  the  wells  and 
the  soil  ill  many  sections  of  the  city  makes  evident. 

We  would  therefore  urge  upon  all  the  citizens  their  duty  to 
themselves  and  neighbors  to  connect  their  house  drainage  with 
the  sewers  as  soon  as  possible.

Registrar's  Office,  March,  1891. 

The  following  statistics  relating  to  births,  marriages  and  deaths 
in  the  city  of  Newburyport,  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1890,  are  compiled  and  presented  in  this  form  for  purposes  of 
comparison  with  former  years,  and  may  be  of  interest : 

BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  children  born  alive  during  the  year  1890,  and 
recorded  in  this  office,  is  311,  thirty  more  than  for  the  preceding 
year. 

Of  the  births,  147  were  males  and  164  females,  reversing  the 
order  of  things  of  last  year,  when  the  boys  were  ahead.  Eight 
returned  as  illegitimate.  There  were  eight  pairs  of  twins, — three 
pairs  being  males,  three  pairs  being  females,  and  two  pairs  male 
and  female.

groom  and  first  of  the  bride.  The  united  ages  of  the  youngest 
couple,  36  years;  groom  17,  bride  19.  There  were  ten  grooms 
under  21  years  of  age, — one  17,  one  18,  two  19,  and  six  20.  The 
brides  this  year  are  evidently  not  in  so  great  a hurry ; none  jinder 
eighteen  years  of  age. 

First  marriage  of  128  grooms  and  137  brides  ; second  marriages, 
nineteen  grooms  and  fourteen  brides ; and  the  third  marriage  of 
four  grooms,  no  bride  risking  third  term. 

- DEATHS. 

Deaths  occurring  in  this  city  for  the  year  1890  (not  including 
twelve  stillbirths)  were  313,  22  more  than  the  preceding  year. 
The  number  recorded  on  the  books  of  the  city  for  the  year,  416 ; 
of  this  number  91  occurred  in  other  places  and  were  brought  to 
this  city  for  interment. 

The  number  of  interments  exceeded  the  deaths  by  47.  The 
number  brought  here  exceeded  the  number  removed  to  other 
places.  Of  the  number  removed  nine  were  interred  in  the  town  of 
Newbury.

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The  excessive  Dumber  in  the  first  and  third  quarters  may  be 
attributed  to  the  presence  of  “la  grippe”  in  this  city  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year,  and  the  usual  summer  complaints  among  children 
in  July  and  August. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  the  so  called  zymotic  diseases,  34  : 
eight  more  than  the  preceding  year.  Three  more  of  croup,  seven 
more  of  diphtheria,  and  one  more  of  typhoid  fever. 

Consumption  still  claims  the  larger  number,  34  ; but  pneumonia 
is  well  up,  only  two  less,  the  number  being  32.  Deaths  from  all 
causes  under  ten  years  of  age,  115  ; fifty  years  old  and  upward, 
127.  There  were  four  between  ninety  and  one  hundred,  and  one, 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  (North)  White,  101  years,  seven  months  and 
eighteen  days. 

Average  age  of  deceased  in  this  city  for  the  year  (not  including 
stillbirths),  38.3  years.

INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 

OF 

HON.  ELISHA  P.  DODGE, 

Delivered  January  5,  1891. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council  : — 

It  now  becomes  my  duty,  for  the  second  time,  to  address  you  in 
reference  to  the  history  of  a year  of  our  city  government,  and  to 
offer  you  such  suggestions  and  advice  as,  in  view  of  our  past  expe- 
ence  and  present  information,  may  seem  to  me  wise  and  expedient. 
Before  I proceed  to  the  consideration  of  such  matters,  I desire  to 
express  to  my  fellow  citizens  my  grateful  acknowledgement  for  the 
exceptional  honor  conferred  upon  me  at  the  late  election.  While 
I am  quite  willing  to  regard  it  as  an  expression  of  confidence  in 
me,  and  duly  appreciate  it  as  such,  I wish  it  might  also  be  consid- 
ered as  an  emphatic  condemnation  of  the  policy  of  introducing 
national  politics  into  municipal  affairs.  Such  a policy  is  as  unwise 
and  imprudent  as  it  would  be  in  the  conduct  of  a private  business. 
No  one  ever  considers  whether  his  employe  is  a Democrat  or  a 
Republican,  but  simply  whether  he  can  fulfill  the  requirements  of 
his  position.  No  other  question  should  be  asked  in  reference  to 
any  reputable  candidate  for  municipal  office,  but  simply  can  he 
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best  fill  the  requirements  of  the  position.  When  this  principle  is 
thoroughly  understood,  and  when  votes  are  cast  in  accordance 
therewith,  a better  day  will  dawn  on  municipal  government  in 
America.  I feel  impelled  to  say,  also,  that  we  are  too  prone  to 
neglect  public  duties.  Ours  is  a government  by  the  people,  and  it 
will  be  a failure  unless  the  people  really  govern.  Every  man 
should  have  an  opinion  on  public  affairs  and  express  it,  and  act 
upon  it  on  all  fitting  occasions.  Every  man  should  be  willing  to 
accept  public  office  when  called  upon  to  do  so,  even  at  the  expense 
of  personal  comfort,  convenience,  or  profit.  Nothing  worth  hav 
ing  can  be  got  or  retained  without  personal  sacrifice,  and  popular 
government  is  no  exception  to  the  rule.  And  now,  gentlemen,  I 
shall  be  obliged  to  ask  your  indulgence  if  I speak  at  considerable 
length  upon  matters  pertaining  to  our  city  affairs.  There  are 
many  subjects  of  exceptional  interest  connected  therewith,  that 
should  not  be  lightly  treated.  I shall  proceed  in  the  usual  order 
and  will  first  call  your  attention  to  the  finances. 

FINANCES. 

The  total  appropriations  for  the  year  1890,  were  . $159,506  26 

Income  received  in  the  several  departments  . . 23, 643. 58 

Making  the  total  credits  to  all  the  different  ac- 
counts   $183,149  34 

The  total  expenditures  through  the  regular  channels  were  $187,- 

518.31  and  with  payments  of  $9,400  made  on  the  city  debt  there 
is  an  overdraft  of  $13,768.97  against  $10,066.26  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year. 

The  gross  city  debt  is $479,965  72 

Less  sinking  fund  and  cash  items  ....  65,902  17 

Showing  the  net  debt  to  be $414,063  55 

An  increase  of  $10,077.71  over  the  net  debt  at  the  close  of  1889. 
The  increase  of  the  net  debt  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  there 
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has  been  paid  during  the  last  year  on  account  of  the  construction 
of  sewers  $17,155.  Had  it  not  been  for  this  item,  there  would 
have  been  an  actual  decrease  of  the  debt  of  about  $7,000.  This 
is  a satisfactory  showing  in  view  of  the  extraordinary  expendi- 
tures in  the  highway  and  incidental  departments.  Of  the  net  debt 
$74,000  is  represented  by  stock  in  the  City  Railroad,  and  there  is 
a fair  prospect  that  at  the  expiration  of  the  lease  of  that  property, 
which  will  occur  August  14,  1892,  the  stock  may  be  sold  on  favor- 
able terms,  and  the  debt  reduced  at  once  by  at  least  that  amount. 

On  the  first  of  July  last  $111,000  of  city  bonds  became  due.  It 
was  found  that  we  could  not  legally  issue  new  bonds  to  run  for  a 
term  exceeding  ten  years,  and  the  requirements  for  a sinking  fund 
on  such  a bond,  it  was  felt,  would  be  unreasonably  burdensome. 
It  was  therefore  determined  to  hire  for  one  year  the  amount  neces- 
sary. I now  advise  that  we  petition  the  legislature  for  the  right 
to  refund  any  debts  by  the  issue  of  bonds  running  for  twenty 
years.  Such  a privilege  has  been  granted  to  the  city  of  Fitchburg, 
and  I see  no  reason  why  it  ought  not  to  be  given  to  Newburj^port. 
The  debt  of  $74,000,  incurred  in  aid  of  the  City  Railroad,  will 
become  due  May  1,  1891.  I would  suggest  that  it  be  renewed  for 
a period  of  one  year,  in  view  of  the  possibility  that  it  can  be  paid 
at  the  expiration  of  the  lease  of  the  road. 

Taxation  and  the  public  debt  represent  a part  of  the  price  we 
pay  for  the  necessities,  the  comforts,  and  the  luxuries  of  civiliza- 
tion. We  all  recognize  the  fact  that  neither  taxes  nor  debts  can 
be  avoided,  and  ask  only  that  the  one  shall  be  equitably  assessed 
and  the  other  reduced  to  a minimum.  There  has  been  much  dissat- 
faction  with  the  manner  in  w^hich  the  assessors  have  done  their 
work.  It  will  always  be  the  fate  of  these  officials  to  suffer  the  dis- 
approbation of  many  of  those  whose  share  of  the  public  burden  it 
is  their  duty  to  determine.  Their  work  may,  and  should,  be  done, 
however,  in  such  a manner  as  to  satisfy  reasonable  men.  Taxe§ 
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cannot  be  equitably  assessed  unless  property  is  justly  and  fairly 
valued,  and  the  valuation  should  never  exceed  that  for  which  it 
would  sell  in  the  market. 

‘'Twelve  millions  valuation,  and  twelve  dollars  per  thousand 
tax”  has  an  agreeable  sound  in  Newburyport,  but  as  a basis  for 
assessments  it  should  have  no  more  weight  than  should  the  famous 
alliteration  of  the  late  Republican,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Burchard.  It  is 
your  duty  to  elect  men  to  the  board  of  assessors  in  whom  the  peo- 
ple have  confidence,  and  whom  you  believe  to  be  fully  competent 
and  determined  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office  as  you  know 
they  should  be  performed. 

Of  the  amount  you  are  obliged  to  order  to  be  raised  by  taxation, 
you  practically  have  no  control  over  that  part  which  is  expended 
by  the  school  and  poor  departments.  I would  suggest  that  here- 
after the  amount  called  for  by  each  of  these  departments,  and  the 
amount  to  be  expended  directly  under  your  authority,  be  specified 
on  the  tax  bills.  This  will  serve  to  fix  responsibility  where  it 
properly  belongs. 

SEWERS. 

The  city  council  of  1889  adopted  a plan  for  sewers,  recommended 
by  Mr.  E.  1.  Bowditch,  a civil  engineer  of  Boston,  and  contracted 
with  Mr.  Jonathan  A.  Douglass  for  the  construction  of  a part  of 
said  system,  covering  substantially  wards  two,  three  and  four.  The 
responsibility  for  the  adoption  of  the  plan,  for  the  employment  of 
Mr.  Bowditch  to  superintend  the  work,  and  for  making  the  con- 
tract with  Mr.  Douglass,  rests  upon  the  city  government  of  1889. 

The  contract  contemplated  the  completion  of  the  work  by 
December  1,  1889,  and  in  most  of  the  streets  it  had  been  done 
when  the  last  city  government  was  inaugurated.  The  intercepting 
sewer  from  Market  street  to  Fair  street,  however,  was  then  still  in 
process  of  construction.  As  was  well  known,  there  had  been  lack 
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of  harmony  in  the  relations  of  the  sewer  commissioners  with  the 
contractor,  and  early  in  the  year  the  city  council  amended  the  ordi- 
nance relating  to  the  formation  of  the  commission,  and  added  two 
members,  making  the  Mayor,  ex-offlcio,  one  of  them,  and  hereafter 
chairman  of  the  board.  I entered  upon  my  duties  there,  sharing 
to  some  extent  the  prejudices  that  had  been  influential  in  the  city 
council.  The  sewers  had  not  been  completed  as  soon  as  was 
expected,  the  people  were  unable  to  use  any  part  of  them,  the 
streets  had  been  obstructed  for  an  unreasonably  long  period,  and 
it  w^as  felt  that  some  one  was  responsible  for  a very  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  things.  Naturally  the  blame  was  laid  at  the  door  of 
the  sewer  commissioners. 

The  creation  of  that  board  was  provided  for  in  the  special  law 
under  which  the  sewers  were  to  be  constructed.  It  was  their  duty 
to  arrange  the  terms  of  the  contracts  necessary  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  sewers,  and  when  such  contracts  had  been  approved 
and  accepted  by  the  city  council,  it  became  the  duty  of  the  com- 
missioners, as  agents  of  the  city  of  Newburyport,  to  see  that  the 
terms  of  said  contracts  were  strictly  complied  with,  and  to  have 
charge  of  the  system  of  sewers  when  completed.  I know  very  lit- 
tle as  to  the  manner  in  which  they  performed  their  duty  up  to  the 
time  of  my  becoming  a member  of  the  commission  myself.  Since 
then  that  board  has  been  controlled  by  but  one  purpose,  namely  : 
to  complete  the  work  as  soon  as  possible,  and  to  fully  protect  the 
city’s  interests  in  the  matter.  As  is  well  known,  the  work  of  con- 
struction dragged  along  until  late  in  the  spring.  Repeated  effort 
was  patiently  made  to  come  to  some  understanding  with  the  con- 
tractor, by  which  the  work  might  speedily  be  brought  to  an  end 
and  the  people  allowed  to  use  the  sewers.  All  such  efforts  being 
unsuccessful,  I reluctantly  advised  the  commissioners  that  the 
work  should,  with  the  least  possible  delay,  be  taken  from  the  con- 
tractor and  finished  by  them,  as  provided  in. the  contract. 
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This  was  done ; and  rules  having  been  promulgated  governing 
their  use,  permits  to  enter  the  sewer  were  granted.  The  extent  to 
which  the  system  is  now  used  is  surprising,  and  has  been  limited 
only  by  the  ability  of  drain  layers  and  plumbers  to  make  the  nec- 
essary connections. 

The  sewers  are  now  used  by  147  tenements,  six  boarding 
houses,  eighteen  stores,  eight  workshops,  five  halls,  five  offices, 
two  hotels,  two  factories,  and  three  public  buildings. 

It  is  now  worse  than  a waste  of  time  to  dispute  upon  the  merits  of 
the  system.  It  is  the  property  of  the  city  of  Newburyport,  is  in  full 
operation,  and  must  be  maintained.  I am  happy  to  be  able  to  say 
I believe  it  will  prove  entirely  successful  in  doing  the  work  for 
which  it  was  designed,  and  that  is,  simply  the  removal  of  house 
drainage.  No  other  use  of  the  sewers  can  safely  be  permitted, 
and  they  must  be  properly  cared  for ; and  certainly  no  person 
should  be  put  in  a position  of  control  over  them  who  does  not  sin- 
cerely desire  that  the  $75,000  which  they  have  cost  shall  prove  to 
have  been  judiciously  expended. 

No  final  settlement  has  been  made  with  the  contractor.  During 
the  progress  of  the  work  his  bills  were  rendered  monthly  to  the 
commissioners,  and  so  much  of  the  amount  thereof  as  was  approved 
by  the  engineers,  less  20  per  cent.,  was  from  time  to  time  duly 
paid,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  contract.  When 
the  work  was  completed  a final  estimate  of  the  amount  due  the 
contractor  was  made  up  and  forwarded  to  him. 

The  commissioners  then  reported  the  situation  of  affairs  to  the 
city  council,  as  they  did  not  feel  authorized  to  take  any  other 
action  in  reference  to  a final  settlement.  It  was  my  expectation 
that  the  contractor  would  present  his  claim,  if  he  had  one,  to  the 
city  council,  and  I urged  his  attorney  at  the  time  to  have  him 
do  so  with  the  least  possible  delay.  No  claim  was  ever  presented, 
and  the  first  information  relating  to  the  matter,  which  was  offi- 
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cially  given  to  the  city  government,  was  the  notice  of  the  com- 
mencement of  a suit  for  S40,000  in  behalf  of  Mr.  Douglass.  When 
tliat  notice  was  received  I sought  an  interview  with  Mr.  Douglass 
and  endeavored  to  have  him  bring  the  matter  before  the  city  coun- 
cil, in  the  hope  that  some  basis  of  settlement  might  be  agreed 
upon,  and  thus  save  the  cost  and  annoyance  of  a suit  at  law.  He 
informed  me  that  the  matter  was  in  the  hands  of  his  lawyer,  and 
that  he  could  do  nothing  except  with  his  approval.  The  situation 
thus  made  it  imperative  for  us  to  prepare  to  defend  the  interests 
of  the  city  in  the  courts.  An  attorney  has  been  engaged  and  the 
case  is  likely  to  be  brought  to  a trial  at  an  early  day.  While 
none  of  us  would  knowingly  permit  injustice  to  be  done  the  hum- 
blest creditor  of  the  city,  it  is  our  duty,  and  should  be  our  unflinch- 
ing purpose,  to  defend  the  public  rights  as  we  would  our  own,  by 
all  proper  and  reasonable  means. 

HIGHWAYS. 

The  highway  department  will  always  be  an  important  branch  of 
the  city  government.  During  the  past  year  what  I believe  will 
prove  a substantial  and  satisfactory  system  of  road  building  has 
been  inaugurated.  In  my  address  a year  ago  I advised  the  con- 
struction of  a modified  form  of  the  Telford-McAdam  road.  Fur- 
ther investigation  of  the  matter  resulted  in  bringing  to  the  notice 
of  the  last  city  council  a system  of  road  making  carried  on  in  the 
city  of  Bridgeport.  A special  committee  visited  that  place,  and 
was  so  impressed  by  the  apparent  success  and  comparatively  low 
cost  of  the  roads  there  that  it  was  determined  to  try  the  experi- 
ment of  building  substantially  the  same  kind  here.  This  necessi- 
tated the  purchase  of  a steam  road  roller,  which  was  procured, 
and  the  work  commenced  at  once,  and  pushed  with  all  possible 
despatch  until  the  advent  of  cold  weather  compelled  its  discontin- 
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The  McAdam  road,  as  usually  built  and  as  now  generally 
approved  by  engineers,  requires  a depth  of  stone  superstructure 
of  from  ten  to  eighteen  inches,  and  when  so  constructed  it  is  very 
expensive,  costing  about  $1.50  per  square  yard.  Rebuilding  our 
streets  at  so  great  a cost  would  necessarily  be  a slow  process. 
The  success  of  the  Bridgeport  experiment  should  therefore  be 
most  gratifying  to  us  ; and  if  roads  so  built  are  not  disturbed  by 
the  frosts  of  winter,  they  will  answer  every  requirement  here,  and 
the  cost  will  be  only  from  35  to  50  cents  per  square  yard.  When 
three  or  four  inches  of  the  surface  of  a more  heavily  built  road  is 
worn  away  it  will  need  repairs,  and  no  more  nor  greater  repairs 
will  be  needed  on  one  more  lightly  constructed.  Five  years’  expe- 
rience in  Bridgeport  seems  to  have  demonstrated  their  success 
there.  I cannot  see  why  they  should  not  prove  equally  durable 
here,  but  if  they  do  not  retain  their  shape  when  the  frost  comes 
out  of  the  ground,  we  shall  simply  be  compelled  to  use  more  stone 
in  what  we  build  hereafter.  We  shall  be  longer  in  getting  good 
streets  all  over  the  city,  but  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  we  are 
working  on  the  right  line,  and  it  must  be  continued,  with  only 
such  modifications  as  our  experience  may  show  to  be  advisable.  I 
therefore  urge  that  the  committee  on  highways  be  at  once  author- 
ized to  contract  for  not  less  than  five  thousand  tons  of  broken 
stone.  If  practicable,  this  material,  which  must  be  of  the  hardest 
and  finest  description,  should  be  gotten  out  in  this  vicinity,  and  if 
so,  arrangements  should  be  made  immediately  with  some  contractor, 
in  order  that  there  may  be  no  delay  in  commencing  work  when  the 
season  for  it  arrives. 

Road  building  has  occupied  a large  share  of  public  attention, 
and  rightly  so,  for  there  our  need  was  most  apparent.  There  is  a 
collateral  matter  which  should  not  be  overlooked,  and  now  merits 
special  consideration.  I refer  to  sidewalks.  Bad  streets  espec- 
ially discommode  those  who  ride  or  drive ; bad  sidewalks  are  a dis- 
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comfort  to  the  far  greater  number  of  our  citizens  whose  pleasure 
or  necessities  compel  them  to  walk.  Under  the  law  we  have  the 
authority  to  pave  sidewalks  and  assess  a part  of  the  cost  thereof 
upon  the  abutters.  Heretofore  the  abutters  have  always  taken  the 
initiative  in  this  matter,  and  the  city  has  paid  them  a part  of  the 
cost  of  the  work,  and  in  this  way  a very  considerable  quantity  of 
brick  walk  has  been  laid  in  recent  years.  Sidewalks  once  paved 
are  forever  after  to  be  kept  in  repair  at  the  city’s  expense,  and  the 
cost  of  such  repairs  must  soon  be  a considerable  charge  upon  the 
public  treasury,  but  for  such  uses  the  tax  payers  must,  and  I 
believe  will,  cheerfully  furnish  the  means.  We  should,  however, 
reduce  such  expenditures  to  a minimum,  while  securing  the  maxi- 
mum of  public  advantage,  and  with  this  end  in  view  I advise  that 
experiments  be  made  with  concrete,  which  costs  less  than  brick, 
and  is  in  many  ways  more  satisfactoiy.  I w^ould  suggest  that  as 
soon  as  we  can  we  inaugurate  the  system  of  laying  good  sidewalks 
where  most  needed,  and  assessing  abutters  for  their  proportion  of 
the  cost,  as  provided  by  law.  A continuously  paved  walk  from 
the  railroad  station  to  State  street  would  be  appreciated  by  the 
large  number  of  persons  who  patronize  the  road,  and  it  is  a suit- 
able place  to  test  the  new  method  of  assessment.  B}'-  selecting 
this  locality  we  shall  also  be  spared  the  just  criticisms  of  many 
strangers  who  may  visit  us. 

SCHOOLS. 

Our  public  schools  appear  to  be  in  a very  prosperous  condition. 
For  some  years  there  has  not  been  a sufficient  number  of  applica- 
tions from  residents  of  Newburyport  for  vacancies  that  have 
occurred  in  the  corps  of  teachers.  We  have  been  obliged  to  fill 
several  places  by  the  appointment  of  persons  residing  elsewhere. 
Fortunately,  the  committee  has  been  able  to  get  teachers  entirely 
competent  to  do  the  work,  but  has  felt  that  it  would  be  better  if 
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young  women  of  our  own  city  would  fit  themselves  for  the  profes- 
sion, and  to  encourage  them  to  do  so  the  training  school  for  teach- 
ers was  established  in  1889  The  four  lower  rooms  of  the  Kelley 
school  are  used  for  that  purpose,  and  the  classes  attending  there 
are  taught  by  a principal  and  one  assistant,  aided  by  the  pupil 
teachers,  who  learn  the  duties  of  the  teacher  by  actual  practice  of 
them  under  competent  supervision.  The  cost  of  the  school  is 
about  $150  per  year  in  excess  of  what  would  be  the  cost  of  em- 
ploying regular  teachers  in  the  four  rooms  named.  The  school  has 
so  far  failed  to  attract  a sufficient  number  of  Newburyport  young 
women  to  fill  all  the  classes.  The  practical  education  given  in 
such  a school  is  of  great  value,  even  if  positions  are  not  always 
open  to  the  pupils  when  they  graduate.  Vacancies  in  our  force  of 
instructors  frequently’  occur,  and  those  who  desire  to  make  teach- 
ing a proression  could  hardly  have  a more  direct  and  easy  way  of 
entering  it.  Some  pupils  have  been  taken  from  surrounding  towns. 
I think  that  practice  should  be  discontinued,  unless  it  is  of  advan- 
tage to  the  school ; certainly  no  compensation  should  be  allowed 
them. 

I have  heard  tax  payers  complain  that  they  get  so  little  for  their 
money.  They  have  no  just  cause  to  be  dissatisfied  with  our 
school  department.  Of  the  thirty-five  towns  in  Essex  county  we 
are  the  thirty-second,  and  of  the  three  hundred  and  fifty-one  towns 
and  cities  in  the  commonwealth  we  are  the  three  hundred  and  fif- 
teenth, according  to  the  report  of  the  State  officials,  in  the  per- 
centage of  our  taxable  property  appropriated  for  the  support  of 
public  schools.  The  large  parochial  school  here  may,  in  a meas- 
ure, account  for  this  relative  standing.  The  graduates  of  the 
high  school,  however,  compare  most  favorably  with  those  from 
other  cities,  if  we  may  judge  by  their  success  in  passing  examina- 
tions for  admittance  to  higher  institutions  of  learning. 

I trust  public  interest  in  the  common  schools  will  never  be 
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abated.  The  most  competent  men  and  women  should  be  willing 
to  serve  on  the  school  committee,  and  the  citizens  generally  should 
see  that  such  persons  are  always  elected  to  the  office. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

Our  fire  department  is  in  every  way  a credit  to  Newburyport. 
We  are  not  a large  city  ; our  liability  to  loss  by  fire  is  proportion- 
ately small,  and  it  is  not  necessary  that  we  should  possess  all  the 
apparatus  that  might  be  very  desirable  in  larger  places.  Efforts 
have  been  made  for  some  years  to  have  the  city  purchase  a chem- 
ical engine,  and  an  order  was  introduced  in  the  common  council  for 
that  purpose  last  year.  Knowing  that  such  action  was  contem- 
plated, I addressed  circular  letters  to  the  chief  engineers  of  the 
fire  departments  in  all  the  principal  cities  and  towns  in  this,  and 
to  some  in  neighboring  States,  asking  for  information  as  to  the 
desirability  of  this  piece  of  apparatus.  The  replies  received  very 
generally  favored  such  a machine,  but  without  exception  said  it 
would  not  be  of  any  practical  use  unless  men  and  horses  were  kept 
permanently  in  the  service  connected  with  it.  I am  of  the  opinion 
that  we  do  not  suffer  from  the  prevalence  of  fires  to  such  an  extent 
as  to  make  it  desirable  for  us  to  purchase  a chemical  engine,  at  an 
expense  of  more  than  5552000,  and  then  be  at  the  further  annual 
expense  of  from  S1200  to  $1500  to  keep  men  and  horses  with  it 
ready  for  use.  It  is  true  that  the  use  of  such  a machine  might  re- 
sult in  the  saving  of  property,  but  such  an  argument  could  be  used 
to  favor  the  location  of  a fire  engine  on  every  street,  and  however 
desirable  any  piece  or  any  quantity  of  fire  apparatus  may  be,  there 
will  always  be  a limit  to  the  field  for  its  economical  use,  which  will 
make  it  unwise  to  incur  the  expense  of  maintaining  it.  I do  not 
believe  that  the  owners  of  property  are  in  favor  of  the  purchase  of 
uch  an  engine.  When  they  are,  and  when  they  so  express  them- 
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selves,  it  will  be  time  for  the  city  to  incur  the  burden  of  its  pur- 
chase and  maintenance. 


POOR. 

“The  poor  ye  have  always  with  you,”  and  I would  not  by  any 
word  of  mine  do  aught  to  limit  the  wise  charity  of  the  city  at 
large,  of  any  individual,  or  of  any  of  our  many  benevolent  organiz- 
ations. We  must  remember,  however,  that  mendicity  is  a conta- 
gious as  well  as  an  inherited  disease,  and  it  is  our  duty  to  know 
that  those  to  whom  we  give  are  only  those  who  are  really  worthy 
to  receive.  We  are  an  old  city,  and  have  not  for  many  years  made 
much  gain,  either  in  wealth  or  population.  Many  descendants  of 
Newbury  port  families  have  in  times  past  made  their  homes  in 
other  parts  of  the  country,  and  when  any  of  them  6ome  to  want, 
their  legal  settlement  is  liable  to  come  upon  us,  and  this  fact  oper- 
ates as  one  cause  towards  making  the  cost  of  our  poor  depart- 
ment exceptionally  large.  The  number  aided  here,  in  proportion 
to  the  population,  is  equalled,  I believe,  by  only  one  other  city  in 
the  commonwealth.  Large  as  is  the  sum  we  annually  spend  in 
charity,  however,  it  might  be  doubled  and  no  right-minded  citizen 
would  complain,  if  he  felt  that  every  cent  of  it  went  into  the  hands 
of  worthy  recipients,  and  in  just  proportion  to  their  deserts.  I am 
not  criticising  the  conduct  of  our  board  of  overseers  of  the  poor  ; 
they  are  exceptionally  careful  and  efficient  officers.  I feel  im- 
pelled, however,  to  repeat  substantially  what  I said  last  year,  that 
the  system  of  out-door  relief  furnishes  such  an  opportunity  for  the 
unscrupulous  and  unworthy,  that  any  board  of  oversight  would  be 
more  than  human  if  they  always  escaped  imposition.  We  should 
fail  to  do  our  duty  if  we  did  not  bestow  alms  upon  those  whose 
misfortunes  render  them  unable  to  care  for  themselves,  but  we 
shall  do  more  harm  than  good  if  by  our  method  of  almsgiving  we 
encourage  others  to  be  improvident,  and  thus  to  become  paupers, 
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and  sacrifice  their  independence  and  self  respect.  In  more  than 
one  way  the  distribution  of  public  funds  is  working  in  this  direc- 
tion ; and  while  I would  utter  a warning,  I am  not  doing  it  in  the 
interest  of  the  tax  payer,  but  in  the  interest  of  the  poorer  classes, 
whose  happiness  and  well  being  are  in  vastly  greater  danger.  We 
should  be  slow  to  find  fault  unless  we  are  prepared  to  suggest  a 
remedy.  I realize  the  difficulty  of  the  problem,  and  I am  not  sure 
that  I can  offer  a satisfactory  solution.  I would  either  abolish  out- 
door relief  altogether,  or,  if  that  is  impracticable,  I would  at  the 
end  of  each  year  cut  off  all  recipients,  and  require  them  to  make 
new  applications,  so  that  each  case  would  then  be  carefully  re- 
viewed, and  I would  publish  in  the  annual  report  of  the  overseers 
of  the  poor  the  names  of,  and  the  amount  and  kind  of  aid  fur- 
nished to,  everyone  of  those  assisted  outside  the  almshouses.  We 
should  in  this  way,  perhaps,  put  more  responsibility  upon  private 
charitable  organizations  ; and,  if  so,  the  result  would,  I believe, 
fully  justify  such  action  ; but  I leave  such  considerations  of  this 
subject  now  for  the  dryer  details  of  its  statistics.  By  the  amend- 
ment to  the  city  charter  adopted  at  the  late  election,  as  soon  as 
the  same  comes  into  full  operation  the  overseers  of  the  poor  will 
be  chosen  to  serve  for  terms  of  three  years,  and  elected  so  that  the 
term  of  only  one  member  will  expire  annually,  and  in  addition  the 
mayor  will  be  ex  officio  chairman  of  the  board. 

The  total  expenditures  in  the  department  have  been  about 
$18,000.  Of  this  sum  $15,000  was  appropriated  by  the  city,  and 
the  balance  provided  for  by  income  from  various  sources.  For  the 
support  of  insane  $4,433.27  have  been  expended,  and  $6,251.34 
fol’  out-door  relief,  nearly  600  persons  having  been  so  assisted. 
Of  the  latter,  27  families  reside  in  ward  one,  29  inward  two,  14 
in  ward  three,  19  in  ward  four,  16  in  ward  five,  and  18  in  ward 
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STREET  LIGHTING. 

The  lighting  of  the  public  streets  and  buildings  is  now  an  item 
of  expense  of  great  importance.  The  cost  for  the  last  year  has 
been  about  $10,000,  while  before  the  introduction  of  electricity  the 
annual  charge  for  the  service  was  about  $7000  per  year.  The 
electric  arc  light  is  so  great  an  improvement,  and  is  so  generally 
satisfactory,  that  we  may  safely  conclude  that  it  is  to  be  the  per- 
manent means  of  street  illumination.  A constant  effort  is  being, 
and  will  be,  made  to  add  to  the  number  of  lights  in  use.  There 
will  hardly  be  a limit  to  the  demand,  if  all  are  complied  with,  until 
an  arc  light  shall  be  placed  in  front  of  every  man’s  door.  We 
should  indulge  in  such  luxuries  only  to  a limited  extent,  and  only 
so  far  as  our  means  will  safely  warrant  us  in  doing,  and  therefore  I 
would  urge  the  committee  on  lighting  streets  to  scrutinize  carefully 
every  petition  involving  additional  expenditure  in  this  department, 
and  would  suggest  that  no  new  lights  be  established  unless  they 
are  ordered  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  city  council. 

PARKS. 

The  appropriation  last  year  of  $500  for  parks  and  public  grounds 
was,  I believe,  the  first  ever  made  for  that  purpose.  It  was  expended 
mainly  in  the  vicinity  of  Frog  Pond,  and  I do  not  think  any  citi- 
zen who  recalls  the  former  appearance  of  that  locality  will  ques- 
tion the  wisdom  of  the  small  expenditure  needed  to  keep  it  in  the 
fine  condition  in  which  it  was  put  by  the  Mall  Improvement  Asso- 
ciation. An  annual  appropriation  hereafter  of  $500  will,  I think, 
be  sufficient  to  keep  that  place  in  good  order,  and  gradually  to 
bring  such  other  public  grounds  as  we  have  into  an  equally  satis- 
factory state.  I trust  the  City  Improvement  Society,  recently  or- 
ganized, will  be  a valuable  assistant  to  this  department,  and  will 
also  aid  the  board  of  aldermen  to  devise  some  method  by  which

the  troublesome  question  of  the  removal  of  shade  trees  from  public 
places  may  be  more  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

PUBLIC  PROPERTY. 

An  important  part  of  our  annual  expenditures  is  incurred 
through  the  agency  of  the  committee  on  public  property.  The 
committee  is,  in  my  judgment,  too  small.  It  should  consist  of 
nine  members  at  least,  and  the  mayor  should  be,  ex  officio, 
chairman  of  it.  One  of  the  defects  of  our  system  of  government 
is  the  great  power  lodged  in  the  hands  of  committees.  They  are 
not  responsible  to  the  public,  and  where  their  action  is  important, 
or  involves  the  expenditure  of  much  money,  they  should  be  suffi- 
ciently large  to  represent  fully  the  city  council  of  which  they  are 
members.  A better  system  of  ordering  purchases  and  keeping 
accounts  of  the  same  should  be  established  in  all  departments. 
It  is  not  uncommon  for  accounts  to  be  presented  that  have  run  for 
two  years,  and  if  ordered  by  members  of  former  city  govern- 
ments it  is  almost  impossible  to  verify  them.  If  it  were  practica- 
ble, by  some  statute  of  limitation,  to  compel  the  presentation  of 
accounts  against  the  city  during  the  year  when  such  liability  was 
incurred,  I believe  it  would  result  in  considerable  saving  to  the 
city  treasury.  One  very  considerable  item  in  the  expenditures  of 
the  committee  on  public  property  is  that  connected  with  the  care 
of  the  school  houses.  There  is  a divided  responsibility  here  which 
is  decidedly  objectionable.  The  school  committee  are  inclined  to 
be  somewhat  careless  of  what  they  ask,  if  the  cost  does  not  appear 
as  a charge  to  their  account.  They  should  also  know  better  what 
is  really  required  for  the  school  houses  than  any  committee  of  the 
city  council.  I would  suggest  that  such  action  be  taken  as  will 
result  in  puttiug  the  care  of  the  school  property  more  directly  into 
the  hands  of  the  school  committee,  who  have  the  real  power  to 
control  it.  I would  also  have  the  cost  of  such  work,  as  well  as 
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the  fuel  used  by  them,  charged  to  the  account  of  the  school  de- 
partment. We  may  then  know  what  the  education  of  our  children 
really  costs. 


POLICE. 

Two  officers  were  dropped  from  the  police  force  at  the  beginning 
of  last  year,  and  later  one  was  added  temporarily,  but  has  been  on 
duty  continuously  for  several  months.  The  service  of  the  depart- 
ment has  been  well  performed,  and  the  violations  of  law  requiring 
the  interference  of  the  police  have  this  year  been  less  than  usual. 
It  is  easy  to  find  fault,  and  statements  reflecting  upon  the  efficiency 
of  the  police  are,  I think,  carelessly  made.  Among  other  things,  it 
is  sometimes  charged  that  the  provisions  of  the  liquor  law  are  not 
properly  enforced.  “Kitchen  bar  rooms”  are  said  to  flourish,  and 
many  illegal  practices  to  prevail  among  those  holding  licenses. 
Suspicions  and  irresponsible  statements  have  no  force  in  a court  of 
law,  nor  can  the  police  act  upon  them,  unless  they  are  sufficiently 
definite,  and  based  upon  a reasonable  probability  of  truth. 

Before  the  officers  can  procure  warrants  to  enter  a private  house 
to  search  for  liquor  they  must  have  satisfactory  evidence  themselves 
or  the  affidavits  of  two  competent  witnesses  that  they  believe 
liquor  is  being  illegally  sold  in  such  house.  It  would  be  difficult, 
I believe  it  is  impossible,  to  find  two  citizens  of  Newburyport  that 
will  today,  or  this  year,  make  oath  that  they  believe  liquor  is  be- 
ing illegally  sold  in  any  particular  place.  I desire  to  give  notice 
to  such,  if  there  be  any,  that  th  dr  complaints  will  be  properly  re- 
ceived, and,  if  within  the  range  of  possibilities,  satisfactorily  at- 
tended to.  They  may  say  that  it  is  not  their  duty  to  furnish  such 
evidence.  I disagree  with  them  and  affirm  that  it  is  their  duty  to 
furnish  it.  Do  they  claim  such  exemption  from  responsibility  if 
the  crime  is  assault,  or  theft,  or  arson?  I am  well  aware  that 
there  may  be  a violation  of  law  where  it  would  be  extremely  em- 
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barrassing  for  those  cognizant  of  it  to  give  the  necessary  evidence 
to  the.  police.  If  anj^one  is  withholding  such  information  he  should 
be  very  slow  publicly  or  privately  to  charge  that  the  officials  have 
not  done  their  duty.  There  are  grave  difficulties  in  the  way  of  a 
strict  enforcement  of  any  liquor  law,  and  they  are  mainly  to  be 
found  in  the  character  of  the  laws  themselves  as  heretofore 
enacted.  In  the  first  place,  liquor  legislation  is  generally  based 
upon  the  theory  that  a crime  may  be  committed,  participated  in 
by  two  parties,  a buyer  and  a seller,  and  one  only,  the  seller,  is  to 
be  punished.  Punish  the  illegal  buyer,  as  well,  and  a long  step 
will  have  been  taken  towards  making  the  law  effective.  Compar- 
atively few  are  satisfied  that  the  present  law  is  just  in  all  of  its 
provisions.  There  seems  to  me  no  satisfactory  reason  why  there 
should  be  one  license  issued  to  each  five  hundred  of  the  inhabitants 
of  Boston  and  one  only  to  each  thousand  of  the  inhabitants  of 
Newburyport.  All  men  are  not  equal  before  the  law  when  thir- 
teen men  are  permitted  to  do  a certain  kind  of  business  on  certain 
conditions  in  this  city,  and  no  others  are  permitted  to  do  it  on  any 
condition.  To  the  injustice  of  such  a practice  is  added  the  fact 
that  it  establishes  by  law  a species  of  monopoly,  and  monopolies 
are  always  odious.  The  inconsistencies  of  the  law  are  strikingly 
apparent.  Any  farmer  may  without  license  sell  all  he  pleases  of 
native  wdnes  or  cider  of  his  owm  manufacture.  Tlie  dealer  in  New- 
buryport must  pay  $800  for  the  right  to  sell  the  same  goods. 
While  the  grocer  pays  S800,  and  the  retail  liquor  dealer  $1,650, 
or  a license,  the  keeper  of  a drug  store  is  allowed  to  sell  liquor  for 
^ a fee  of  $1  per  year.  It  is  true  that  the  apothecaiy  is  supposed  to 
sell  it  only  for  mechanical  and  medicinal  purposes,  and  to  keep  a 
record  of  all  his  sales.  The  ease  wdth  which  he  may,  by  the  aid  of 
the  peculiar  apparatus  in  his  store,  carry  on  an  illegal  business  is 
apparent  to  all.  The  temptation  for  him  to  do  so  can  be  easily 
understood,  when  we  realize  his  ability  to  undersell  his  competi- 
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tors.  The  policy  of  limited  licenses  imposes  upon  the  board  of 
aldermen  a duty  which  it  is  impossible  for  them  satisfactorily  to 
perform.  If  persisted  in,  it  will,  I believe,  become  a corrupting 
influence  in  our  municipal  politics.  When,  as  was  currently  re- 
ported last  April  to  have  been  the  case,  considerable  sums  of 
money  are  offered  in  addition  to  the  regular  fee  for  a license,  the 
time  is  not  far  distant  when,  even  in  Newburyport,  men  will  seek 
offices  for  the  profit  that  can  be  made  in  them. 

The  liquor  traffic  must  be  controlled ; it  cannot  be  prohibited. 
A high  license  law,  unlimited,  with  such  equitable  provisions  as 
shall  put  all  dealers  relatively  on  the  same  basis,  and  recognize 
the  culpability  of  the  buyer  also,  in  an  illegal  sale,  is,  in  my  opin- 
ion, the  right  way  to  deal  with  it. 

I fully  appreciate  the  fact  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  executive 
officer  to  enforce  the  law  as  he  finds  it.  No  effort  has  been  spared 
by  me  to  enforce  it  during  the  past  year,  and  none  will  be  spared 
during  the  year  to  come.  In  the  past  the  police  officers  under  me 
have  never  to  my  knowledge  hesitated  to  do  their  full  duty  ; in  the 
future  a no  less  faithful  service  will  be  required  of  them. 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

The  public  library  is  in  a prosperous  condition.  It  is  the  duty 
of  the  city  council  to  select  annually  one  member  of  the  board  of 
directors  of  that  institution,  and  in  the  performance  of  this  duty 
care  should  be  taken  to  select  men  who  have  special  qualifications 
for  the  position.  In  dealing  with  the  great  mass  of  publications 
seeking  admission  to  its  shelves,  discrimination  must  be  exercised 
by  competent  critics,  in  order  that  there  may  be  provided  by  pub- 
lic authority  only  such  books  as  are  of  an  elevating  character. 

CITY  ENGINEER. 

I desire  you  to  take  into  consideration  the  advisability  of  creat- 
ing the  office  of  city  engineer.  There  is  always  work  to  be  done 
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which  should  be  planned  and  supervised  by  men  of  some  training 
in  architecture  and  engineering.  In  the  rebuilding  of  roads  and 
sidewalks,  it  is  of  great  importance  that  proper  grades  be  deter- 
mined and  accurately  followed.  The  repair  and  the  ventilation  of 
school  houses,  the  latter  being  now  persistently  urged  by  the  State 
authorities,  are  matters  which  require  scientific  oversight,  and  the 
building  of  culverts  would  have  been  much  better  done  if  some 
competent  person  in  the  employ  of  the  city  had  been  in  charge  of 
them.  It  is  also  necessary  to  have  an  inspector  of  plumbing  and 
a superintendent  of  sewers,  both  of  which  positions  must  have  men 
of  some  technical  knowledge.  Questions  of  repairs  to  bridges  fre- 
quently arise, — even  now  it  is  said  that  the  piers  at  the  draw  of 
the  Newburyport  bridge  need  to  be  rebuilt ; and,  if  this  is  so,  it 
will  probably  be  necessary  to  employ  an  engineer  to  superintend 
the  work.  All  of  these  matters,  and  others  which  I nave  not  enu- 
merated, seem,  to  me  to  make  it  well  to  consider  whether  it  would 
not  be  expedient  to  employ  permanently  some  man  possessed  of 
engineering  skill. 

THE  WIDENING  OF  STATE  AND  PROSPECT  STREETS. 

State  street,  at  the  corner  of  Pleasant  street,  and  also  a part  of 
Prospect  street,  have  been  widened,  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of 
former  city  governments.  The  owners  of  the  property  on  the  cor- 
ner of  State  and  Pleasant  streets  appealed  from  the  award  of  the 
^former  city  council  to  a sheriff’s  jury,  and  that  tribunal,  by  its 
action,  confirmed  the  popular  opinion  that  it  is  difficult  for  a city 
to  secure  justice  when  sued  by  a private  individual.  As  I under- 
stand the  matter,  two  of  the  abutters  on  Prospect  street  have  the 
right  to  appeal  from  the  city’s  award,  and  it  is,  therefore,  impossi- 
ble to  say  now  what  the  cost  of  that  improvement  will  be.  It  was, 
however,  so  much  in  the  nature  of  a local  benefit,  that,  although 
jt  liad  been  voted  by  a previous  city  council,  I hesitated  to  apt  iu 
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the  matter  unless  those  living  in  the  neighborhood  would  give 
$500  towards  defraying  the  expense  of  it.  This  was  done,  and  the 
cost  to  the  city  will  therefore  be  $500  less  than  it  otherwise  would 
have  been.  Hereafter  1 trust  any  such  improvements  will  be  made 
under  the  provisions  of  the  betterment  law,  for  although  to  some 
extent  a public  advantage,  they  are  to  so  much  greater  a degree  a 
private  benefit  that  they  should  be  paid  for  mainly  by  those  living 
in  the  vicinity,  whose  comfort  and  convenience  they  directly  serve. 

Another  objectionable  practice  has  grown  up,  of  which  I will 
speak  in  this  connection.  Parties  having  land  which  they  have  de- 
sired to  open  up  for  house  lots  have  petitioned  the  city  to  lay  out 
and  accept  the  streets  they  may  wish  to  have  thereon.  It  has  been 
the  custom  for  the  city  council  to  grant  such  petitions  on  condi- 
tion that  the  streets  shall  be  properly  graded.  As  a matter  of 
fact,  most  of  them  have  been  accepted  when  practically  no  work 
has  been  done  upon  them,  and  the  city  has  been  put  to  considera- 
ble expense  which  should  have  been  borne  by  the  abutters.  A city 
does  its  full  share  when  it  accepts  and  keeps  in  repair  a street  that 
has  been  properly  graded,  and  which  was  laid  out  almost  solely 
for  someone’s  private  convenience  or  advantage.  Hereafter,  what- 
ever the  precedents  may  be,  I hope  the  city  government  will  adhere 
rigidly  to  the  polic}^  of  accepting  new  streets  only  when  they  shall 
have  been  properly  graded. 

THE  WATER  COMPANY. 

By  the  provisions  of  the  statute  under  which  the  Newburyport 
Water  Company  received  its  charter,  the  city  has  the  right  to  pur- 
chase the  property  of  that  company  at  any  time  after  the  expira- 
tion of  ten  years  from  the  completion  of  the  works.  That  period 
of  ten  years  will  have  expired  October  1st,  1891.  I believe  a very 
general  feeling  prevails  among  the  citizens  that  the  city  should 
own  the  water  works.  There  is  also,  apparently,  a very  general 
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lack  of  such  information  in  reference  to  the  matter  as  should  be 
had  by  the  public  before  they  can  intelligently  take  the  prelimi- 
nary steps  to  carry  their  wish  into  execution.  I am  advised  that 
under  the  law  it  will  be  necessary,  in  the  first  place,  that  the  pro- 
posal to  purchase  be  assented  to  by  a two-thirds  vote,  at  an  elec- 
tion called  for  that  purpose.  In  other  words,  no  step  towards  the 
purchase  of  the  works  can  be  taken  until,  by  a two-thirds  vote, 
the  city  ^decides  to  buy  them ; and  the  vote  must  be  taken  before 
any  knowledge  can  be  had  as  to  what  the  price  to  be  paid  will  be. 
After  such  a vote  shall  have  been  passed,  “in  case  the  said  corpor- 
ation and  said  city  are  unable  to  agree,  then  the  compensation  to 
be  paid  shall  be  determined  by  three  commissioners,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  upon  the  application  of  either  party 
and  notice  to  the  other,  whose  award  when  accepted  by  the  court 
shall  be  binding  upon  both  parties,”  and  the  city  will  be  obliged  to 
take  the  property,  whether  the  price  be  satisfactory  or  not.  That, 

I am  advised,  is  the  law  in  the  matter,  and  under  it  we  shall  be 
compelled  to  decide  a question  involving  the  expenditure  of  a large 
sum  of  money,  without  such  information  as  will  make  it  possible 
for  us  to  know  whether  we  are  making  a good  or  a bad  bargain.  It 
maybe  presumed  that  the  commissioners  would  fix  a fair  price  ; but- 
judgments  will  honestly  differ  very  materially  as  to  what  would  be 
a fair  price,  and  that  which  might  be  fixed  as  fair  by  the  commis- 
sioners might  be  a very  much  higher  one  than  two-thirds  of  our 
citizens  would  vote  to  buy  at,  and  much  higher  than  we  could 
I afford  ,to  pay,  desirable  as  ownership  of  the  water  works  may  be. 
Whether  any  change  could  be  made  in  the  law  to  place  Newbury- 
port  in  a better  position,  consistent  with  a faithful  performance  of 
her  part  of  the  contract,  I do  not  feel  competent  to  say.  The  great 
obstacle,  therefore,  in  the  way  of  purchase  appears  to  me  to  be  the 
fact  that  we  cannot  know  the  price  until  we  are  irrevocably  com- 
mitted to  take  the  property,  whatever  the  price  may  be.  There  is, 
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however,  much  other  information  which  we  should  have  to  enable 
, us  to  act  intelligently,  even  if  by  any  means  the  price  could  be 
fixed  before  we  were  called  upon  to  decide  the  question.  I have 
no  doubt  the  water  company  could  furnish  its  service  at  a price 
which  would  yield  a fair  income  on  the  cost  of  the  plant,  and 
which  would  be  much  less  than  the  city  could  operate  the  works 
for  itself.  My  limited  experience  has  convinced  me  that  the  pub- 
lic generally  pays  much  more  for  the  service  it  gets  than  private 
individuals  do.  The  pressure  to  get  money  out  of  the  public 
treasury  is  persistent  and  aggressive,  and  the  treasury  is  defended 
by  men  who,  as  a rule,  cannot  avoid  the  influence  of  the  feeling 
that  the  money  which  is  wanted  does  not  come  out  of  their  own 
pockets,  that  it  is  a small  matter,  of  great  benefit  to  the  claimant, 
and  an  infinitesimal  loss  to  smy  other  individual.  However  suc- 
cessful we  may  be  in  any  one  year,  by  spasmodic  effort  in  check- 
ing the  tendency  to  extravagance  in  the  conduct  of  public  affairs, 
I fear  in  the  long  run  it  will  be  the  rule,  and  wise  economy  in 
every  department  will  be  the  exception.  Government,  municipal. 
State  or  national,  is  a costly  necessity,  and  should  be  kept  within 
as  narrow  limits  as  possible.  I am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that 
The  public  should  not  undertake  any  business  in  which  by  contract 
with  private  parties  satisfactory  service  at  reasonable  prices  can  be 
obtained  On  the  other  hand,  fair  service  and  just  treatment  must 
be  secured,  or  the  question  of  cost  sinks  into  comparative  insig- 
nificance. It  is  also  an  unquestionable  duty  of  government  to 
compel  those  who  hold  valuable  monopolies  created  by  public 

grant  to  exercise  their  rights  with  a due  regard  to  the  public  inter-

est.  So  it  seems  to  me  that  whether  it  be  well  to  purchase  the 
w’ater  company’s  property  is  now  an  open  question.  In  order  that 
we  may  understand  it  and  act  intelligently  upon  it,  and  know 
what  ought  to  be  done  here,  we  should  ascertain  what  is  being  done 
in  other  places  similarly  situated,  I would  learn  from  every  town 
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or  city  iu  the  country,  containing  a population  of  from  ten  to 
twenty  thousand,  what  their  experience  has  been  in  dealing  with 
the  question.  Gather  information  from  any  source  we  can,  and 
then  by  comparison  determine  whether  we  would  not  “rather  bear 
the  ills  we  have  than  fly  to  those  we  know  not  of.” 

I w^ould  suggest  that  a joint  special  committee  be  appointed  to 
investigate  this  question,  that  they  learn  all  the  fac*s  they  can 
bearing  upon  it,  that  the  same  be  duly  published,  and  that  at  the 
next  election  an  informal  expression  of  the  wdll  of  the  people  be 
asked  for  as  to  whether,  under  the  conditions  as  they  exist  and  in 
view  of  the  knowledge  they  may  then  have,  it  will  be  wise  to  decide 
to  purchase  the  property  of  the  Newburyport  Water  Company.  If 
there  should  appear  to  be  the  requisite  majority  in  favor  of  the 
proposition,  the  vote  could  be  legally  taken  at  the  succeeding 
municipal  election.  If  the  expression  should  be  unfavorable  to 
such  action,  it  w^ould  do  much  to  prevent  what  might  prove  to  be  a 
useless  discussion. 


CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen  of  the  cit}"  council,  I desire  to  say  that 
I do  not  expect  a favorable  response  to  all  of  the  suggestions  I 
have  made,  nor  do  I anticipate  that  the  views  I have  expressed 
will  be  adopted  by  you,  only  as  they  may  commend  themselves  to 
your  best  judgment.  I ask  for  them,  then,  candid  consideration, 
in  the  hope  that  the  discussion  they  may  evoke  will  in  some  way 
fesult  in  promoting  our  common  welfare. 

It  is,  perhaps,  unnecessary  for  me  to  say  that  this  is  the  last 
time  I shall  deliver  an  address  of  this  character.  I can  conceive 
of  no  circumstances  likely  to  arise  when  it  will  be  my  duty  to  accept 
again  the  office  of  mayor.  -During  the  remainder  of  my  term  of 
service,  I shall  do  what  I can  to  promote  and  protect  the  public 
interests,  and  in  all  such  effort  I shall  expect,  and  doubtless 
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receive,  your  hearty  co-operation.  Let  us  realize  that  we  are  here 
as  public  servants,  holding  an  important  trust ; and  that  we  must 
by  an  intelligent  and  conscientious  performance  of  our  duty  justify 
the  confidence  reposed  in  us.

THE  HIGH  AND  PUTNAM  SCHOOLS.

The  High  School  Committee  are  much  gratified  to  report  the  con- 
tinued prosperity  and  growth  of  the  High  and  Putnam  Schools, 
which  have  been  under  charge  of  th6  same  efficient  principal  for 
five  years. 

The  relations  existing  between  the  School  Committee  and  the 
Putnam  Trustees  have  been  most  cordial  and  harmonious.  The 
.success  of  the  united  schools  has  been  the  one  object  sought.  The 
good  results  coming  from  the  new  agreement  have  more  than  met 
the  expectations  with  which  it  was  made.  We  believe  that  the 
citizens  of  Newburyport  and  also  of  the  surrounding  towns  are  to  be 
congratulated  upon  the  successful  union  of  the  schools,  which 
together  make  a strong  and  efficient  institution — one  offering  such 
advantages  as  are  generally  found  only  in  the  high  schools  of  the 
larger  cities. 

I The  teachers  have  been  faithful  and  unsparing  in  their  efforts  to 
promote  the  interests  of  the  school,  and  these  efforts  have  been 
largely  appreciated  by  the  pupils  themselves,  few  of  whom  have 
failed  to  do  their  best. 

The  work  is  now  all  arranged  in  departments,  and  the  good 
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results  of  this  arrangement  are  very  clearly  manifest.  Teachers  are 
thus  made  to  feel  a special  responsibility  for  the  work  of  their  own 
departments,  and  are  given  an  opportunity  to  prepare  themselves  for 
their  daily  task  of  instruction  in  a way  that  would  be  impossible 
were  they  compelled  to  teach  many  disconnected  subjects.  ^ 

The  progress  in  chemistry  has  been  marked.  It  will  be  recalled 
that  three  years  ago  the  Trustees  thoroughly  equipped  a chemical 
laboratory  for  individual  experimentation.  Pupils  have  thus  been 
enabled  to  take  a more  extended  course  than  formerly.  They  have  ^ 
not  only  completed  the  ordinary  course  in  Descriptive  L hemistry  but  ^ 
have  also  analyzed  all  the  groups  of  metals.  This  work  requires  ^ 
close  application  and  those  who  enter  the  laboratory  expecting  to 
find  work  there  much  like  play,  find  themselves  face  to  face  with  ^ 
work  that  requires  not  only  manual  dexterity  but  also  keen  observa- 
tion and  inference. 

The  courses  in  science  are  now  generally  considered  no  less  diffi- 
cult than  those  in  Latin  and  Greek.  Without  departments,  work  of 
this  character  could  not  be  done. 

The  Toppan  prize  still  continues  to  excite  special  interest  in  the 
study  of  Civil  (Government.  This  year  the  prize  was  awarded  to 
Miss  Nellie  Harriman  Greeley  of  Salisbury,  while  honorable  mention 
was  made  of  Joseph  Harris  Kimball  of  this  city.  The  committee 
of  award  consisted  of  Rev.  J.  H.  Van  Buren  and  Messrs.  F.  V.  Pike, 
and  Luther  Dame. 

Three  young  men  of  the  class  of  1890  passed  successfully  the 
final  examinations  admitting  them  to  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
I'echnology,  where  they  are  now  successfully  pursuing  their  studies. 
Several  of  our  graduates  are  enjoying  the  advantages  offered  by  this 
institution  who,  were  it  not  for  the  Wheelwright  fund,  would  be 
unable  to  do  so.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  a much  larger  number  will 
avail  themselves  of  the  assistance  offered  by  this  fund. 

The  Putnam  Trustees  still  continue  to  improve  their  building  and 
premises.  The  old  wooden  fence  about  the  grounds  has  given  place 
to  a graceful  iron  structure  which  calls  forth  favorable  comments 
from  all  passers-by.  An  office  for  the  Principal  has  been  fitted  up 
and  tastefully  furnished,  an  improvement  which  supplies  a long  felt 
need. 
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It  is  worthy  of  notice  that  two  of  the  young  men  who  were 
admitted  to  Harvard  University  directly  from  our  school,  have  won 
high  honors  for  excellence  in  scholarship,  and  have  thus  secured  a 
standing  that  reflects  credit  upon  themselves,  their  school  and  their 
city.  Several  of  our  graduates  still  maintain  a high  standing  in  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology. 

We  confidently  feel  that  our  High  school  has  never  been  more 
useful  than  it  is  today,  and  we  trust  that  everything  may  be  done  to 
promote  its  efficiency  and  to  make  it  a power  in  shaping  the  welfare 
and  character  of  our  future  citizens.

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GRAMMAR  SCHOOLS. 


■X 

'fhe  course  of  study  in  the  Grammar  schools  occupies  a period  of 
five  years,  at  the  end  of  which  time  a diploma  is  granted  to  those  who 
have  honorably  completed  the  work.  During  the  last  year,  at  least, 
monthly  examinations  are  given  in  the  following  way:  A meeting  of 
the  principals  of  these  schools  is  held  at  the  beginning  of  each  month 
at  the  school  committee’s  room,  and  the  ground  upon  which  the 
pupils’  work  shall  be  tested  is  agreed  upon.  At  the  close  of  the 
month  each  teacher  sends  in  ten  questions,  in  each  branch  upon 
which  the  class  is  to  be  examined.  From  these  the  secretary  of  the 
school-board  selects  ten  questions  each,  in  arithmetic,  language,  his- 
tory,  geography  and  spelling,  sending  copies  of  these  questions  to  the 
principals  of  the  grammar  schools.  As  far  as  possible  the  answers 
are  marked  on  the  same  plan.  A record  of  the  examinations  is  kept, 
and  at  the  close  of  the  year  the  average  rank  of  each  pupil  is  sent 
with  him  to  the  High  School,  if  he  is  a candidate  for  admission  to 
that  school. 

If  he  fails  to  enter  by  his  examination  there,  he  may  be  admitted 
upon  his  grammar  school  record,  if  that  shows  an  average  of  seventy- 
five  credits  in  each  study,  or  an  average  of  eighty  credits  in  them  all. 

The  names  of  those  admitted,  at  the  last  annual  examination,  will 
be  found  with  the  statistics  of  the  several  schools. 

The  present  course  of  study  aims  at  producing  better  practical 
results  than  was  possible  in  former  years. 


i 
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In  arithmetic  more  attention  is  given  to  those  portions  that  are 
likely  to  be  used  in  after  life,  and  little  time  is  spent  on  subjects  that 
are  seldom,  or  never  used  outside  the  school-room.  Much  drill  is 
given  in  the  elementary  processes,  so  that  accuracy  and  rapidity  may 
be  attained.  Exercises  in  rapid  combination  of  numbers  are 
beneficial  in  training  the  mind  to  habits  of  attention  and  concen^ 
tration. 

In  language,  technical  grammar,  analysis  and  parsing,  are  consid* 
•ered  of  secondary  importance,  while  practical  language,  oral  and 
written,  is  made  the  chief  work  in  that  line. 

The  pupil  leaving  the  grammar  school  at  the  present  time,  if  he 
has  faithfuliy  completed  his  course,  will  have  been  drilled  in  the 
making  out  of  bills,  receipts,  promissory  notes;  in  writing  letters,  and 
in  making  abstracts  of  lessons  learned  in  history,  geography,  etc. 

In  penmanship  it  is  the  present  object  to  make  legible  and  ^fluent 
writers.  How  far  this  result  will  be  attained  depends  mainly  upon 
the  ability  of  the  teachers.  It  is  pretty  generally  admitted  that  the 
six  or  eight  years’  use  of  copy  books  ^oes  not  give  satisfactory 
results.  The  few  books  excellently  written  are  an  evidence,  perhaps, 
of  neatness  and  painstaking  on  the  part  of  the  owners  of  such  books, 
but  no  evidence  that  the  writer  will  be  able,  on  leaving  school,  to 
write  a legible  and  rapid  hand.  To  secure  such  a result,  much  less 
time  is  really  necessary,  but  a totally  different  plan  of  instruction, 
P'reedom  of  movement,  ease  and  rapidity,  as  needed  in  practical  busi- 
ness writing,  can  not  be  acquired  by  the  careful  imitation  of  copies. 

Those  teachers  who  have  given  special  attention  to  the  correct  posh 
tion  of  arm  and  hand,  and  have  practised  the  movement  drill,  are 
reaching  more  of  the  desired  results. 

There  are  so  many  branches  taught  in  our  grammar  schools  and 
so  much  is  required  in  each,  that  it  is  no  easy  matter  for  any  teacher 
to  make  time  for  even  a few  minutes  extra  attention  to  either  study. 
And  yet,  while  we  are  unable  to  do  anything  in  the  matter  of  manual 
training  for  our  children,  it  seems  necessary  to  urge  the  claims  of 
drawing  as  our  best  help  in  that  direction.  M’e  do  not  now  expect  or 
wish  that  our  boys  and  girls  shall  be  taught  to  make  pictures  with 
their  pencils,  or  that  this  is  to  be  added  as  an  ornamental  branch  of 
their  education ; but  we  claim  for  is  importance  to  the  future  worker 
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in  the  finer  capacity  of  the  trained  eye  and  hand.  We  believe  that 
while  to  some  children  this  teaching  will  be  an  incentive  to  a pursuit 
which  will  be  a constant  source  of  interest  and  satisfaction,  to  nearly 
all  it  will  be  of  substantial  value  in  the  business  of  life. 

In  view  of  the  pressure  of  work  upon  the  grammar  school  years, 
the  systematic  arrangement  of  time  is  of  great  importance. 

In  many  cities  a programme  is  arranged  for  all  the  schools,  so  that 
a specified  time  is  allotted  to  each  study,  and  no  departure  is  per- 
mitted. Our  teachers,  in  the  absence  of  such  arbitrary  schedule  of 
work,  generally  make  a plan  adapted  to  the  needs  of  their  respective 
schools  ; this  is  understood  by  each  ptipil  and  is  adhered  to,  so  that 
one  study  ^shall  not  encroach  upon  the  time  of  another.  It  is  only  by 
such  a plan  that  the  all  work  can  be  brought  into  the  limits  of  our 
school  hours.  ' 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  aim  in  these  schools  is  to  do  something  to 
prepare  all  the  pupils  for  the  practical  work  of  life,  as  well  as  to  fit 
them  to  enter  upon  that  of  the  High  School.  And  it  will  also  be 
apparent  that  the  problem  of*the  graded  schools,  both  grammar  and 
primary,  is  how  to  to  justice  to  the  bright  and  the  dull  children,  while 
accomplishing  the  work  laid  down,  in  the  allotted  time.

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PRIMARY  SCHOOLS. 

The  old  notion  that  anybody  could  teach  the  youngest  children  is 
nearly  an  exploded  one.  We  have  come  to  see  that  nowhere  else  are 
skill,  good  judgment  and  tact  more  needed  than  in  the  primary 
grades.  Tha^  in  no  other  department  does  character  stand  for  more 
than  in  this  first  work  in  the  infant  classes.  As  education  is  felt  to  be 
vastly  more  than  the  mastering  of  so  many  branches  of  knowledge,  so 
those  who  begin  to  help  the  child  to  develop  its  faculties,  and  to 
attain  self-mastery,  must  needs  be  wise,  large-hearted,  sympathetic, 
not  less  than  faithful,  earnest  and  patient. 

Few'  teachers,  at  this  day,  commence  with  the  old-fashioned,  and. 
w e are  glad  to  say,  nearly  obsolete  method  of  teaching  to  read  by  the 
A,  B,  C.  They  have  found  that  the  modern  word  and  sentence  plan 
produces  results  much  more  satisfactory,  and  is  much  less  tedious 
to  both  teacher  and  pupil.  Those  w'ho  had  the  good  fortune  to  at- 
tend the  State  Institute,  held  here  in  October,  will  not  easily  forget 
the  charming  manner  in  which  Miss  Boyd,  of  Chelsea,  illustrated  her 
method  of  teaching  children  to  read,  nor  the  eager,  happy  faces  of 
her  pupils,  as  they  read  from  the  board  sentences  of  their  own. 

During  the  first  year  of  school  there  should  be  no  study  of  books : 
reading  should  be  preceded  by  conversation,  bringing  the  child  into 
contact  w'ith  familiar  objects,  and  getting  him  to  express  himself 
about  them  in  simple  language,  leading  him  to  speak  naturally  and 
freely.  The  teacher  then  writes  the  little  sentences  upon  the  board, 
and  has  them  read  by  the  scholars  in  the  same  lively  manner  in 
which  they  were  spoken.  A list  of  w'ords  thus  obtained  should  be 
written  down,  and  the  children,  by  frequent  use  of  them  in  making 
.sentences,  wdll  soon  have  quite  a vocabulary,  w'hich  they  recognize  at 
sight.  After  a sufficient  number  is  thus  obtained,  they  are  ready  to 
take  their  books  and  read  without  any  of  the  painful  hesitation  or 
primar}'  drawl  so  familiar  to  the  reading  of  the  past.  The  class 
should  never  attempt  to  read  a lesson  until  it  is  familiar  w'ith  every 
new  word  in  the  lesson. 

The  number  work  of  the  first  year  is  almost  wholly  objective.  For 
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this  purpose  blocks,  splints,  pegs  and  other  objects  are  used.  Each 
number  up  to  ten  is  taught  thoroughly  in  all  its  combinations,  addi- 
tion, subtraction,  multiplication  and  division  are  all  illustrated  in  this 
way ; and  henceforth  a number  has  to  him  a meaning,  and  is  not 
simply  a figure  for  him  to  juggle  with  till  he  obtains  the  answer  in 
the  book. 

The  danger  of  the  new  method  lies  in  its  being  carrieS  too  far ; in 
its  tendency  to  do  too  much  for  the  pupil,  so  that  he  may  rely  now 
upon  his  teacher,  as  formerly  he  was  bound  to  the  text-book.  If  he  is 
not  taught  hov,'  to  study,  then  the  grammar  years  are  over-weighted, 
for  the  deficiency  must  be  met  there.  It  is  quite  possible  also  that  a 
weakening  of  moral  and  mental  fibre  may  follow  such  lack  of  effort. 
In  the  last  years  of  the  primary  course,  books  should  be  gradually  in- 
troduced, and  their  use  increased,  till  on  entering  the  grammar  grades 
the  pupil  is  able  to  make  painstaking,  thorough  mastery  of  his 
lessons. 

The  work  done  in  our  primary  schools  the  past  year  has  been  sys- 
tematic and  thorough,  yet  there  is  still  much  to  be  desired  in  the 
matter  of  better  reading  and  writing.  If  all  due  allowance  is  made 
for  difference  in  ability  in  different  classes,  there  will  still  be  found 
too  much  inequality  in  the  work  of  the  same  grades.  No  amount  of 
lavish  expenditure,  of  improved  text-books,  or  of  careful  supervision 
will  ever  make  a good  school.  The  all  pnportant  factor  is  the 
teacher. 

The  teacher  makes  the  school ; a good  system,  with  enthusiasm  in 
its  carrying  out  will  inevitably  produce  good  results.  A constant 
complaint  of  dull  pupils  is  the  instructor’s  own  condemnation.  Yet  a 
teacher  should  never  rest  satisfied  with  what  has  been  done ; the 
true  school  has  in  it  the  principle  of  growth,  it  is  not  merely  a cer- 
tain number  of  boys  and  girls,  turned  out  after  so  many  months,  with 
a certain  amount  of  geography  and  arithmetic  in  their  heads ; but  it 
aims  at  higher  mental  and  moral  discipline  and  attainment,  year  by 
year.

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TRAINING  SCHOOL. 

The  Newburyport  Training  School  for  Teachers  was  opened  in 
September,  1889,  with  Miss  H.  A.  P.  Roth  as  principal  and  Miss 
Mary  Z.  Kingman  as  assistant.  An  examination  of  candidates  for 
admission  as  pupil  teachers  resulted  in  the  selection  of  Misses  Lillian 
Greanleaf,  Judith  A.  Plumer,  Eleanor  J.  Towle,  Sarah  L.  Ross,  Fan- 
nie Knight,  Jennie  Louise  Smith,  Florence  True  and  Annie  M.  Pike. 

The  first  five  were  from  this  city,  and  all  were  graduates  from  the 
High  and  Putnam  School.  They  came  highly  recommended  by  the 
principal  of  that  school,  and  by  their  dovotion  to  their  duties,  excel- 
lent conduct  and  unfailing  industry,  have  fully  justified  his  recom- 
mendation. 

Of  those  named  above,  one  left  during  the  first  term,  two  have  lost 
one  term  by  sickness,  and  one  has  obtained  an  excellent  position  as 
teacher  in  another  city. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  second  term,  February  ist,  1890-,  Miss  Ida 
M.  Blaisdell  was  admitted  as  a pupil  teacher.  In  September,  1890, 
the  following  were  also  admitted  : Edith  Johnson,  Mabel  Hodgkins, 
Jean  Gillan,  Elizabeth  Hoxie  and  Clara  Poor. 

In  May,  1890,  Miss  Kingman,  the  assistant,  left  for  a more  lucra- 
tive position,  and  at  the  close  of  the  school  year  Miss  Roth,  the  prin- 
cipal, announced  her  intention  of  not  being  a condidate  for  re-election. 
The  committee  were  fortunate  enough  to  secure  the  services  of  Miss 
Mara  L.  Pratt,  of  Malden,  for  principal,  and  Miss  Helen  M.  John- 
son for  assistant.  Both  of  these  ladies  had  a high  reputation  as 
successful  teachers,  and  Miss  Pratt  was  widely  known  as  a writer. 

Under  their  supervision  the  school  has  rapidly  advanced  in  public 
esteem.  The  pupil-teachers  find  constant  encouragement,  sympathy 
and  assistance  in  their  duties,  and  look  fonvard  with  regret  to  the 
time  when  their  course  will  have  terminated. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  future  there  will  be  more  candidates  from 
this  city,  not  only  that  our  own  citizens  may  receive  the  benefit  of 
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an  excellent  opportunity  to  prepare  themselves  for  teaching,  but  also 
that  there  may  be  an  opportunity  to  select  those  naturally  fitted  for 
the  work.  “ Poeta  nascitur  non  fit,”  but  the  teacher  should  be  both. 

At  present  there  are  in  the  Senior  class  four  young  ladies  who 
completed  their  course  of  one  year  and  a half  January  31,  1891, 
viz.:  Misses  Judith  Plumer,  Lillian  Greenleaf,  Eleanor  Towle,  Sarah 
Ross.  'Phe  Middle  class  consists  of  only  two  members.  Miss  Flor- 
ence True,  Miss  Ida  M.  Blaisdell.  In  the  Junior  class  there  are 
four:  Misses  Edith  Johnson,  Mabel  Hodgkins,  Jean  Gillan  and  Eliza- 
beth Hoxie. 


EVENING  SCHOOLS. 

The  evening  schools  were  opened  as  usual  in  Temple  street,  about 
the  first  of  December,  1889,  and  continued  till  late  in  March.  The 
results  were  satisfactory  so  far  as  discipline  and  attention  to  study 
were  concerned. 

A large  proportion  of  the  pupils  were  of  foreign  parentage,  and 
had,  previously,  little  or  no  instruction  of  any  kind.  The  studies  for 
them  were  necessarily  of  the  most  elementary  character,  reading, 
writing,  arithmetic  and  spelling.  Only  a few  scholars  were  farther 
advanced.  To  such  instruction  suited  to  their  needs  was  given.  Mr. 
L.  G.  Smith  with  three  assistants  had  charge  of  the  boy’s  school. 
Miss  Lucy  Low  with  two  assistants  managed  the  girls’  department. 
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• RESIGNATIONS  AND  TRANSFERS. 

At  the  close  of  the  school  year  Miss  Serena  D.  Toppan  resigned 
her  position  as  principal  of  the  Forester  Street  Girls’  Grammar  School. 
The  loss  of  such  a teacher  can  only  be  appreciated  by  those  intim- 
ately acquainted  with  the  school  and  the  influence  exerted  over  the 
conduct  and  character  of  the  scholars. 

Miss  Sarah  E.  Whitmore  was  promoted  from  her  position  as  assist- 
ant in  the  boys’  grammar  school  in  the  same  building  toMhe  place 
made  vacant  by  Miss  Toppan. 

Miss  Mary  E.  Bassett  was  elected  assistant  in  the  Forester  Street 
Boys’  School. 

Miss  Estes,  who  had  faithfully  taught  in  several  schools  resigned 
her  place  as  principal  of  the  Temple  Street  School,  and  Miss  Susan 
Adams  was  transferred  from  the  Congress  Street  to  the  Temple 
Street  School. 

Miss  E.  H.  Cheever  was  promoted  to  the  principalship  of  the 
Congress  Street  Boys’  School. 

Miss  Gowen  was  transferred  from  the  Congress  Street  School  to 
the  position  -of  assistant  in  the  Moultonville  School,  made  vacant  by 
the  resignation  of  Miss  Stiles. 

Since  the  close  of  the  school  year.  Miss  Alice  T.  Whittier,  the 
principal  of  the  Moultonville  has  resigned  the  position  which  she  had 
so  faithfully  filled,  and  Miss  Enola  E.  Gowen  has  been  promoted  to 
the  principalship. 

In  May,  1890,  Miss  Kingman,  the  assistant  at  the  Training  School 
resigned  for  a more  lucrative  position,  her  place  being  temporarily 
filled  by  Mrs.  Mann. 

At  the  close  of  the  school  year  Miss  Roth,  the  principal  of  the 
Training  School  announced  her  intention  of  not  being  a candidate 
for  re-election,  and  Miss  Mara  L.  Pratt  was  elected  principal  with 
Miss  Helen  M.  Johnson,  assistant. 
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COURSE  OF  STUDY. 


PRIMARY  SCHOOLS. 


First  Grade. 

Reading. — Commence  by  conversation  about  simple  objects. 
Present  first  the  idea,  then  the  spoken  word,  then  the  written  or 
printed  word  on  the  blackboard  or  chart.  Let  the  children  do  most 
of  the  conversation ; write  the  sentences  as  they  make  them  upon  the 
board,  and  have  them  read  by  the  class.  Write  on  the  board  col- 
umns of  words  as  fast  as  learned.  From  these  let  the  children  form 
sentences,  oral  and  written.  Let  the  pupil  read  the  written  sentence, 
requiring  natural  expression.  Teach  the  spelling  by  sound  of  all 
new  words.  Get  a vocabulary  of  about  one  hundred  words  before 
using  book.  Complete  Monroe’s  Primer,  being  careful  to  teach  the 
children  the  new  words  in  each  lesson  before  they  take  the  book  to 
read.  Consult  Bent’s  Hints  on  Language,  and  Miss  Badlam’s  Sug- 
gestive Lessons. 

Numbers. — Teach  i to  10  objectively,  thoroughly  teaching  one 
number  at  a time. 

Consult  Seelye’s  Grube  Method,  First  Year’s  Course. 

Language. — Lead  the  pupils  to  talk  about  familiar  objects,  striv- 
ing to  make  them  fluent  and  natural.  Lead  them  to  use  simple  lan- 
guage and  complete  sentences.  Correct  all  errors.  It  should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  the  object  comes  first,  then  the  spoken  language, 
then  the  wTitten.  Let  the  class  write  little  sentences  of  their  own 
upon  their  slates,  using  the  words  from  the  vocabulary  they  are 
forming  in  their  reading.  Also  let  the  teacher  write  on  the  board 
sentences  made  by  the  children,  and  call  upon  the  pupils  to  read 
them.  Teach  terminal  points.  Teach  capitals  at  beginning  of  sen- 
tences. 

Consult  Bent’s  Hints  and  Miss  Badlam. 
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Writing. — Use  ruled  slates  and  long  pencils;  attend  to  the  hold- 
ing of  the  pencil  in  this  and  in  every  grade.  Commence  with  i and 
teach  with  great  care  and  patience  letters  in  the  following  order : i,  u, 
w,  n,  m,  V,  X,  o,  a,  c,  r,  s. 

Do  not  advance  to  u till  i is  perfect;  it  may  take  several  months, 
but  the  time  will  be  well  spent.  This  is  the.  foundation  and  should 
be  well  laid. 

Insist  upon  proper  holding  of  the  pencil  in  all  school  exercises.

These  are  to  be  learned  by  using  them,  and  not  by  rules.  Consult 
Bent’s  Hints  and  Miss  Badlam. 

Writing. — Use  slates  and  ruled  paper  Muth  long  pencils.  Teach 
analytically  and  M'ith  care  the  remaining  small  letters.  Let  the  teach- 
er do  upon  the  board  w'hat  the  scholar  is  - doing  on  slate  or  paper. 
Teach  in  this  M'ay  upper  and  loM-er  loops  and  all  small  letters^  also 
capitals.  Insist  upon  position  and  proper  holding  of  pencils.  Con- 
sult Manual.

While  the  school  expenses  for  the  past  year  have  been  greater  than 
for  the  year  before,  they  are  still  less  per  scholar  ,than  in  most  other 
cities  of  the  Commonwealth.

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TRUANT  OFFICER’S  REPORT. 


Gentlemen; — I have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year 
ending  July  ist,  189c. 

In  regard  to  absenteeism,  the  parents  in  many  instances  are  to 
blame,  owing  to  carelessness  or  indifference  in  allowing  the  child  to 
remain  at  home  a day  or  half  a day  to  run  errands,  or  because  the 
child  wanted  to,  and  afterward’s  refuse  to  send  the  proper  excuse  to 
the  teacher  for  the  child’s  absence.  I find  many  instances  of  chil- 
dren kept  at  home  to  take  care  of  younger  children  while  the  parents 
are  away  from  home,  employed  in  the  factory  or  elsewhere. 

Many  have  been  kept  at  home  for  lack  of  proper  clothing,  shoes,  etc. 
In  these  cases  I have  appealed  to  the  charitable  people  of.  this  city, 
and  in  every  case  the  appeal  has  been  favorably  received,  and  the 
children  provided  with  neat  and  comfortable  clothing.  Much  has 
been  done  to  prevent  truancy,  and  unnecessary  absences,  and  only 
two  extreme  cases  have  been  taken  before  the  court.  When  the 
teacher,  the  parents,  and  the  truant  officer  lose  influence  and  con- 
trol over  the  child,  the  only  resource  is  the  reform  school.
